All week long 
the wires and the letters and 
the telephone calls have been 
pouring into my office in Wash- 
ington. The trouble is they 
haven't agreed 

For example, I brought a few 
down here. Here is a batch that 
says to attack McCarthy; and 
then here is a batch that says 
to attack Stevenson; and over 
here is a group of people who 
say to attack both of them; and 
then over here is a group that 
says don’t take on either one. 

But after talking te the 
President we decided that 
this issue is too important to 
answer in kind with a rip- 
roaring political tirade before 
a cheering partisan audience. 

The President believes, and 
I agree, that the best answer 
to an attack any time is the 
facts, and that’s why I’m sit- 
ting in this studie alene teo- 
night. 

I want to talk to you just as 
if you were sitting across this 
desk from me, and that is why 
I don’t have a prepared written 
text. I find that when I feel 
very strongly on a subject, I 
speak a little more effectively 
when I just refer to the notes 
that I made myself. 

Well, to begin with, what did 
Mr. Stevenson say? Well, when 
you cut away the quips and the 
fancy adjectives and the cheer 
lines you usually find in a po- 
litical speech, qou find that he 
eriticized the Eisenhower Ad- 
-ministration on three counts.

fortunately the man who is 
President of the United States is 
‘one of the greatest military lead- 
ers in the world today. . 
He is an expert. He is the one 
who made the final decision on 
‘this policy, and I believe that 
we can and that we should have 
confidence in his decision in 
that policy, particularly when 
the non-expert who criticizes it 
offers nothing but return to a 
policy which failed, and a policy 
which was rejected overwhelm- 
ingly by the American people in 
the elections of November, 1952. 
Reds In Government. ; 
Well, so much for that criti- 
cism. Now to the second. The 
second criticism Mr. Stevenson 
makes is of the Administration’s 
handling of the problem of Com- 
munists in Government. Now, 
here again let’s see what the 
Administration’s policy is and 
also let’s see how it differs from 
that of the previous Adminis- 
tration. 
Well, the first great differ- 
ence is that this Administration 
recognizes the danger of. Com- 
munist infiltration in the United 
ates. 


We don’t agree with Mr. 
Truman in kissing off that 
danger by calling it a red 
herring, nor do we agree with 
Mr. Stevenson, referring as 
he did to the investigations of 
that danger as “chasing phan- 
toms among ourselves.” 

We know from studying his- 
tory of the past 10 years that 
men like Alger Hiss and Harry 
White turned over sécret pa- 
pers to the Communists and we 
know also they were in a posi- 
tion. to exert influence for the 
Communists on policies of the 
United States. 

We know that our atomic ex- 
perts say that the Russians got 
the secret of the atomic bomb 
three to five years before they 
would have gotten it because of 
the help they received from 
Communist spies here in the 
United States. 

And, consequently, because 
we recognized the presence of 
this danger, under the Presi- 
dent’s direction, the executive 
branch of this Government has 
developed a program to deal 
with this problem, 

Now, this program does two 
things. First, we make just as 
sure as we can that we don’t 
put Communists on the payroll 
in the first place. And second, 
under the new security risk pro- 
gram, we recognized that it’s a 
privilege, not a right, to work 
for the government, and that 
we should remove from the pay- 
roll those of doubtful loyalty 
and those who might be easy 


prey to espionage agents be- 
cause of their personal habits or 
their background. 

Well, since May when the 
policy was adopted, fairly and 
effectively under this program 
we have been weeding out in- 
dividuals of this type; and to 
give you an idea I have here a 
breakdown of the files of over 
2400 people who have left the 
federal payroll either by wee 
nation or discharge under 
program since May, and the 
great majority of these, inci- 
dentally, were inherited from 
the previous Administration. 

This is what their files show: 
422 of the files showed that 
they contained information in- 
dicating subversive activities or 
associations; 198 of them showed 
information indicating sexual 
perversion; 611 showed infor- 
mation indicating conviction for 
felonies or misdemeanors. 


And 1424 of these files showed) 


information indicating untrust- 


worthiness, drunkenness, mental! 


instability or possible exposure 
to blackmail. 

I think that all of you will 
agree that people with informa- 
tion like that in their files 
shouldn't be working for the 
Federal Government. That’s 
what we think, and. that’s why 
they aren’t working for the Fed- 
eral Government today. 

Now, that’s what the Admin- 
istration in the executive branch 
has done. In addition, the Presi- 
dent and this Administration 
recognizes the right and the res- 
ponsibility of congressional 
committees to investigate in this 
field, but here I want to make 
a statement. Some of you are go- 
ing to agree with and some of 
you are, but it should he made. 


The President and this Ad- 
ministration, the responsible 
leadership of the Republican 
party, insist that whether in 
the executive branch of the 
Government or in the legisla- 
tive branch of the Govern- 
ment, the precedures for deal- 
ing with the threat of Com- 
munism in the United States 
must be fair and they must be 
proper. 

I imagine some of you who 
are listening will say, “Well, 
why all of this hullabaloo about 
being fair when you are deal- 
ing with a gang of traitors?” 
As a matter of fact, I heard 
people say, “After all, they are 
a bunch of rat. What we ought 
te do is go out and shoot 
them.” 

Well, I will agree they are 
a bunch of rats, but just re- 
member this. When you go out 
to shoot rats you have to 
sheot straight because when 
you shoot wildly, it not only 
means that the rats may get 
away more easily, you make 


munists in this country have, 
by reckless talk and question- 
able methods, made them- 
selves the issue rather than 
the cause they believe in so 
deeply. 

And when they have done 
this, you see, they not only 
have diverted attention from 
the danger of Communism, 
diverted it froni that danger to 
themselves, but also they have 
allowed these whose primary 
objective is to defeat the 
Eisenhower Administration, to 
divert attention from its great 
program to these individuals 
who follow these methods. 

Now, may I make a personal 
reference on this subject? I 
have fought Communism all my 
political life, and I am proud 
to say that they fought me all 
my political life. I believe in 
congressional investigations be- 
cause I know that if it had not 
been for the investigations con- 
ducted by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, Alger Hiss 
would be free today, and it is 
because I believe in congres- 
sional investigations, it is be- 
cause of that that I know the 
President is right in insisting 
on fair procedures in these in- 
vestigations. 

And then I'd like to say some- 
thing else on this subject. I can 
assure you that this Administra- 
tion under President Eisenhow- 
er will never tolerate disloyalty 
any place we find it, and that 
when mistakes are made—and 
they may be made—there are a 
lot of people in this Govern- 
ment—but when they are made, 
we will admit them rather than 
try to cover them up. 

Don’t you agree that that’s 
the best answer to this problem? 
I believe that it is because, you 
see, we must remember that the 
extremes of those who ignored 
the Communist danger or who 
covered it up when it was ex- 
posed have led to the extremes 
of those who exaggerate the dan- 
ger today. 

Well, I thing that’s enough on 
that subject, and now let’s go

That is something we. haven't 
had in this country for 20 years. 
And so I say that. it is time to 
get behind the President's pro- 
gram. Let’s quit being diverted 
from the business of putting 
this program into effect by vio- 
lent controversies over an issue 
that we ought to be together on. 

And, incidentaily, Mr. Steven- 
son was good enough to give 
some advice to President Eisen- 
hower and the Republican party 
last week, and I am sure that he 
won't mind if I give a little ad- 
vice to him this week.

Vice Président Richard M. Nix- 
on. disclosed tonight that the 
Government's list of security 
discharges has risen by 228 
since March 2. 

The Vice President, in his 
radio-television reply to Adlai 
E. Stevenson, listed four classes 
of discharges under the program 
which has been in effect since 
May. His total was 2655, as 
} against 2427 listed March 2 by 
Ay we Young, chairman .of the 
Civil Service Commission, in 
testimony before’the Sénate 
Civil Service Committee. 

Of the total, Nixon said 422 
had been dropped because their 
security files contained “infor- 
mation indicating subversive: ac- 
tivities or associations.” Young 
said that 12 days ago there were 
383 persons in this class. 

The Vice President said 198 
persons had been dropped for 
sexual perversion—an increase 
of four; 611 because their rér- 
ords showed conviction for felo- 
nies or misdemeanors, six more 
than listed by Young, and 1424 
because of “untrustworthiness, 
drinking, mental instability or 
exposure to blackmail.” ‘These 
were among “other reasons” 
listed by Young as grounds for 
dismissal of 1045. persons.

Such a defeatist attitude was too 
much for Bentley, and he cam- 
paigned hard while Crawford, 
whose friends said he was not 
too keen on remaining in office, 
took it easy.

Before carrying his dedicated 
private war on World Commu- 
nism to Congress, Bentley had 
made a career of the United 
States foreign service, serving 
for nine years, from 1941 to 
1950, as a diplomatic secretary 
at Mexico City, Bogota, Buda- 
pest and Rome. He resigned, 
according to a biographical note 
supplied by his office, “in pro- 
test against the State Depart- 
ment’s coddling of Communists 
and fellow travelers.” 


Brush with Red Police. 


He had a personal brush with 
the Communist police in the 
spring of 1948 at Budapest when 
a trigger-happy young police- 
man threatened to shoot him 
for going to the assistance of 
some American women em- 
ployed by the United States Le- 
gation. They had become fright- 
ened when the police stormed 
into a convent, where many 
Americans were living, to ar- 
rest two officers of Standard 
Oil Co. 

The story of the incident was 
told to this correspondent by 
Barry S. Foley, an attache of 
the legation at the time. He 
said he had feceived a tip that 
the oil men were to be arrested, 
and telephoned Bentley, who 
lived only half a block away, 
to go with him to “observe” the 
arrest, which was all they could 
do. The police were surprised 
and unhappy, nevertheless, 
when they showed up while the 
arrest was being made. 


“Some women up on a bal- 
cony overlooking a parlor be- 
came panicky and Bentley start- 
ed up the stairway to reassure 
them,” Foley recalled, “An ob- 
viously inexperienced and brash 
young man whipped out a pistol 
and jumped in front of him. 
Bentley maintained his poise, 
we objected to the officer in 
charge of the detail, and Bentley 
was allowed to go ahead. He 
really showed a lot of courage.” 


Entered Politics at 32. 


Bentley was 32 years old when 
he got out of the foreign service 
and into politics with his cash 
and his abiding desire to awaken 
more people to the darkening 
threat of Communism. He and 
his first wife contributed $36,- 
000 to the Republicans in 1950. 


He took a personal interest 
in the Maryland senatorial cam- 
paign, in which Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy intervened to help 
defeat Senator Millard E. Tyd- 
ings, and turned up in Mc- 
Carthy’g office one day with a 
check for $5000 which was used 
to pay for a postcard mailing 
project in behalf of the success- 
ful Republican candidate John 
Marshall Butler. McCarthy had 
maintained that Tydings made a 
“whitewash” of an investigation 
of Communists by a Senate com- 
mittee under his direction. 


Friends say that Bentley 
helped McCarthy at that time 
because of his first wife's in- 
tense interest in his activities, 
and that now, since they are di- 
vorced, he is not so directly con- 
cerned with McCarthy, although 
he did take the trouble, on a 
trip to Europe last October, to 
ask the foreign service men what 
they thought of the Wisconsin 
Senator.

The Sibelius Symphony is 
wholly lacking in sensuous ele- 
ments but it is beautifully con- 
structéd and is pervaded by a 
grandiose loftiness of mood that 
is found but rarely in twentieth 
century music. It is true, as the 
program notes informed us, that 
Sibelius is “tangential” to the 
main line of Western music and 
hence will probably be lost to 
posterity more quickly than 
many others closer to the center. 
Even so he had the kind of set 
and determination of mind that 
is still refreshing to all who are 
willing to give as well as re- 
ceive. Moreover he is not merely 
describing an “uninhabited land- 
scape” as is sometimes said. The 
human vision its there; and in 
the Seventh Symphony it is un- 
commonly serene and far seeing. 

Conductor Golschmann sacri- 
ficed its breadth a little in the

Conductor Golsch- 
mann elicited a delicacy of 
quality in tone and inflection 
that made the whole perform- 
ance a poetic essay. Walter Kess- 
ler’s English horn solo, in the 
“Dido excerpt was notable for 
its mellow and sensitive expres: 
siveness.

He estimated 10,000 acres 
were burned over in the Lake 
of the Ozarks area, an equal 
amount in the Camp Crowder 
area of southwest Missouri and 
about 5000 in the Deer Run dis- 
trict near ElJington. 

As quickly as fire fighters get 
one fire under control, another 
breaks out, he reported.

Soldiers from Camp Crowder 
and volunteers had their fires 
pretty well under control by 4:30 
a.m., but four hours later they 
were back on the job battling 
new ores. 

Today, however, they’ were 
able to use their spotter plane. 
Friday’s high winds prevented 
use of the plane.

Towell blamed malicious fire 
bugs for many of the fir®s in 
the Deer Run district.

‘ Increase of 75 Per Cent 

in Two Months — 
| Metal Trades Layoffs 
| Are Big Factor. 


There were 15,500 employable 
persons out of work in St. Clair 
-_ and Madison counties on Jan. 
' 15, an increase of 6650, or 75 
per cent, since Nov. 15, the Hli- 
nois State Employment Service 
reported yesterday. 

The jobless total was 130 per 
cent higher than on Jan, 15, 
1953, when only 6700 were out 
of work. 

A decline in business of man- 
ufacturers in the durable goods 
field, mainly primary metals, 
fabricated metal products and 
ordnance, brought about one- 
half of the total decline, the 
report said. Seasonally affected 
fields such as construction, re- 
tail trade and transportation also 
were hit. 

The major cutback in the No- 
vember-January period was in 
primary metals where 1500 
workers were laid off following 
loss of Government contracts 
and a lighter demand for several 
types of steel, it was said. 

Fabricators of metal laid off 
850 because of a temporary sea- 
sonal decline in operations of 
stove manufacturing firms. 

A survey of employers in the 
two counties bfought forecasts 
that future lay-offs would be 

. balanced by workers being 
called back to their jobs. 

Prospects were that some fac- 
tory workers would be called 
back late this month and in 
May. 

The breakdown in unemploy- 

, ment by cities was as follows: 
East St. Louis, 5000; Belleville, 
3400; Granite City, 3050; Alton, 
2350, and Edwardsville, 1500.

In par- 
ticular, it will be necessary to 
provide legal counsel and to find 
work for them. 

“This requires money.sthe col- 
lection and use of which should 
be put into the hands of a small 
organization, under the super- 
vision. of persons known to be 
trustworthy. This organization 
should be in contact with all 
groups concerned with the pres- 
ervation of civil rights.”

HANOI, Indochina, March 13 
(AP)—French tanks and artillery 
today blasted the Vietminh from 
a village astride the vital rail- 
road and highway used for trans- 
port of American-supplied war 
equipment from the seaport of 
Haiphong. 

Hand-to-hand fighting alto 
marked the all-night battle to 
rout the Communist-led rebels 
from Nhu Quynh, only eight 
miles from Hanoi, The Vietminh 
had moved into the village after 
blowing up the railroad in’ five 
places.

ey said. trains would be run- 
fing again in 24 hours. Three 
small highway bridges also were 
blown up but these were quickly 

estored, This afternoon French 
anks and armored cars patrolled 
the entire 64 miles of the high- 
way to Haiphong. A fleet of 
6000 trucks is used to carry 
United States supplied war ma- 
terial daily from the port city 
to Hanoi. 

The Freneh estimated 300 
Vietminh were killed at Nhu 
Quynh. The rebels countered 
with heavy mortar, machine-gun 
and rifle fire but were finally 
forced to flee into the rice fields.

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Dulles Indicates Plan Is Ainied at Guatemala

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United States-sponsored declara- 
tion, Dulles had carefully main- 
tained the attitude that the only 
Communism he was after was 
Communism in general directed 
from Soviet Russia. 

This can be taken as an in- 
dication of how close the United 
States plan here came to failure. 
It was fot until late Friday night 
that ‘members ‘of the United 
States delegation felt any real 
confidence that its 
would be achieved—the purpose 
of isolating Guatemala from the 
rest of the Western Hemisphere. 

The fact that Guatemala stood 
alone at the final vote accom- 
plished this. 

Both Uruguay and Bolivia in- 
dicated, as they voted to support 
the United States, that they 
wished to make statements ex- 
plaining their positions. The 
same was true of Mexico and 
Argentina who abstained. 

Uruguay and Bolivia, particu- 
larly, had been critical of the 
United States attitude in refus- 
ing to accept amendments 
which would point the finger 
not only at Communism, but-to 
other forms of totalitarianism, 

which would urge social and 
economic measures to combat 
Communism. 

Uruguay had wished to add to 
the title of the declaration that | 
it was not only against Com- 
munism but for the defense of | 
democracy. With some -disgust, 
the Uruguayan representative, 
Justino Jiminez de Arechaga, 
withdrew his amendment to the | 
title after amendments giving it | 
force, he said, already had been 
defeated. 

Two Amendments Rejected. 

Twice the conference turned 
down amendments which would 
have pinpointed the Latin Amer- 
ican dictatorships which are 
supporting United States policy, 
by adding “other forms of to- 
talitarianism” to Communism at 
one point and “or other totali- 
tarian doctrines at another.” 


The United States found itself 
in some unpleasant company in 
the voting on these issues. 

Even during the full debates 
on the many proposed amend- 
ments, any of which the United 
States delegation felt might 
weaken the declaration, it was 
possible that a last minute 
change of heart might rob the 
United States victory of some of 
its luster. 

As it was, the action of the 
Caracas conference can only be 
interpreted as a singular victory 
for Dulles, as well as for the 
policy he is administering. 
Dulles was in control of the sit- 
uation throughout, and mahaged 
to curb his impatience and stick 
out two weeks of careful nego- 
tiations and calculated debate, 
instead of the 10 days he had 

lanned to stay in Caracas. 

Failure of Mexico and Argen- 
tina to support the United States 
resolution is interpreted as a 
token of independence by these 
natiohs. If they had joined 
Guatemala and voted against the 
resolution they probably would 
have been joined by others, 
with very serious results indeed 
for United States policy. 

20 Nations Voting. 

Voting today were 20 Ameri- 
can republics. Costa®ica did not 
‘attend as a protest against the 
oppressive government of Vene- 
zuela, the host nation. On no is- | 
sue, therefore, has the action 
‘of the conference been unani- 
‘mous among the 21. American 
‘republics 
| On one paragraph of the 
‘United States declaration, how- 
‘ever, Guatemala voted with the 
rest of the nations attending 
the conference.

Use of Steamroller. 

It must be admitted, however, 
that the United States triumph 
was obtained by judicious use of 
a steamroller at times. 

The threat of international 
Communism— which is simply 
another name for Russian im- 
perialism—is much greater in 
other parts of the world than it 
is in Latin America, but Latin 
America is the. traditional re- 
sponsibility of the United States 
and has been since the Monroe 
Doctrine was signed in 1823. 


While, it is true that to date 
the inroads of Communism in 


Latin America are not of major 


proportions, taking the ‘Yegion 
as a whole, small but active 
Communist organizations exist 
in perhaps all of the 20 nations 
south of the United States bor- 
der. In Guatemala Communists 


peo-|exercise decisive control, behind 


a facade of progressive democ- 
racy which is most inconvenient 
from the standpoint of United 
States policy. and meant to be. 
Harmful to U.S, Prestige. 
The damage to United’ States 
prestige in the Guatemalan sit- 


uation is almost but not quite 
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as great as it would be if Guate- 
mala had an outright Communist 
government. Yet as matters 
stand, the United States does not 
appear to have any direct proof 
that Russia pulls the strings that 
make the Guatemalan puppets 
dance. 


This despite the fact that cir- 
cumstantial evidence of deep 
Communist influence -is every- 
where at hand in that country: 
Communist line statements and 
actions by government officials, 
trips behind the Iron Curtain by 
officials and close friends of 
President Arbenz. 


Nor is United States prestige 
the only thing that is in jeop- 
ardy in this situation. In event 
of war with the Soviet Union, 
Communists in Guatemala and 
elsewhere in Latin America 
would be in position to give Rus- 
sia valuable fifth column sup- 
port, Even without a war, it is 
established doctrine of Commu- 
nist Russia that the underdevel- 
oped nations, including those in 
Latin America, will fall victims 


to Communist appeals and be |= 


lost to the Western world. 

U.S. Can’t Ignore Threat. 

As people in underdeveloped 
nations constitute most of the 
people of the earth, and as there 
seems to be a good deal of evi- 
dence that what the Communists 
predict in this instance has some 
prospect of coming ‘true, the 
United States can ignore the 
threat of Communism in Latin 
America only at its peril. 

The racas strategy of the 
United tes, in meeting this 
threat, has been to move cau- 
tiously, to isolate Guatemala as 
much as possible from the rest 


of Latin America, and to estab- | 


lish a situation in which more 
decisive action could be taken 
later, if and when needed. The 
maximum hope of this strategy 
is that the people of Guatemala 
themselves will rectify the situ- 
ation by overthrowing the Ar- 
benz government, preferably by 
democratic processes.

FATEMI CAUGHT IN 


TEHRAN, STABBED} 


Police Capture Former 
Diplomat in Mossa- 
degh’s Cabinet—Seri- 
ously Wounded. 


TEHRAN, March 13 (AP)— 
Police today captured Hossein 
Fatemi, the firebrand foreign 
minister of the old Mossadegh 
regime, and later announced he 
had been stabbed and beaten by 
a bystander. 


After the attack he was taken | 
to a hospital where his wounds 
were reported severe but not 
dangerous, a police source said. 


A fugitive since the August 
1953 revolution that overthrew 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh, 
Fatemi was caught in his hide- 
out in a Tehran suburb early. 
taday. He faces a possible death | 
penalty because he stirred up 
mobs against the Shah in an) 
effort to overthrow the mon- 
archy before the Mossadegh re- 
gime itself was upset. 


He was taken to the head- 
quarters of the military governor 
of Tehran, Teimour Bakhtiar. 
Police said he was being trans- 
ferred to a police prison when 
a bystander suddenly fell upon 
him with a knife. No arrests 
were reported immediately. 

A police source said Fatemi 
suffered two stab wounds, each 
about two inches long, in his 
right side. 

Prominent in Nationalization. 

Fatemi, who was prominent in 
the campaign to nationalize 
Iran’s oil holdings and drive the 
British out of the country, once 
was reported torn to pieces, by 
street mobs who'overthrew Mos- 
sadegh last Aug. 19. 

But Fatemi, who is 36 years 
old, had moved around Iran 
since then, first disguised as a 
woman in a shroud and veil. 
Three months ago he began to 
grow a beard. It was Fatemi, 
clad in pajamas and violet dress- 
ing gown who answered the 
knock on his door this morning 
and was arrested without a shot.

Down 
with Mossadegh and his follow- 
ers. 

Three soldiers, bayonets lev- 
eled at Jafari, prevented him 
from entering the corridor 
where Fatemi was held. Jafari 
strode out. 

During the last three days of 
the power he wielded along 
with the weeping, fainting Mos- 
sadegh, Fatemi had bitterly de- 
nounced Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi in public speeches and 
in his newspaper Bakhtar Em- 
rooz. He called the sovereign 
a traitor. 

Does Not Remember. 

Fatemi told a reporter today 
his health was wrecked and he 
did not remember the attacks 
on the Shah, adding “I’m aw- 
fully. sorry if I said such a 
thing.” 

After Fatemi’s arrest, a. 
nephew, Sayid Fatemi, who was 
the editor of Fatemi’s news- 
paper, surrendered. He told 
police he had been the first to 
start sawing the legs off a 
statue of the Shah in Majlis 
square, just before the August 

uprising.

Evangelist Holds This Opinion Despite

By THE REV. BILLY GRAHAM 

LONDON, March 13 (INS)— 
I have been in Britain now al- 
most two weeks, and having been 
here eight times previously since 
the war, it is easier to form im- 
pressions and make observations. 

In the past two weeks I have 
engaged in a round of confer- 
ences, religious events, spoken 
to 80 lords and ladies at a for- 
mal dinner at Claridge, ad- 
dressed 150 guests in the mem- 
bers’ dining room in the House 
of Commons, and spoken to 
nearly 50,000 Londoners in four 
nights at Harringay arena. 

In addition, I have talked to 
many newsmen and conferred 


try as bookies, canvassers, sort- 
ers, typists and otherwise. 


Post offices are understaffed. 
yet have to handle millions of 
gambling letters weekly. Gam- 
bling is big business in Britain, 
far more so than it is in the 
United States. 

Drunkenness also is becoming 


a national menace with thou- 
sands of alcoholics, the 
Britons do not drink to the ex- 
cess that Americans do. Drink 
is becoming the cause of much 
crime, disease, and broken 
homes. 

Sexual Immorality High.

Of Falling Into Communist Hands 


New Nations in Orient May 
Well Hold Balance of 
Power Between Soviet 
Russia and theFree World. 


PEOPLE NOT PRO-RED! 


BUT NOT WISELY LED 


No One Seems to Have An- 
swer to Problem, but 
Splitting Chinese Away 


From Russia Might Win.

WASHINGTON, March 13. 
AST areas of the Far East, with 
V all their wealth of underdeveloped 
human and natural resources, are 
in danger of being caught in the Com- 
munist net and lost to the West. 

That is the major impression gained 
by this reporter during a four-month 
visit to the troubled lands on the oppo- 
site side of the globe. 

If the impression is accurate, and it 
is shared by many who have traveled 
in this remote, complex and little un- 
derstood part of the world, it is of the 
utmost significance in the East-West 
struggle for dominance. The Far East 
may well hold the ultimate balance of 
power between Soviet Russia and the 
Free World. 

What, if anything, can be done about 
It? 


Reason for Pessimism. 

In talking with government officials, 
native politicians, American and European 
diplomats, business and professional men 
and plain citizens along the way from 
Tokyo to Karachi, the reporter found no 
one who professed to have a total answer 
although perhaps an exception could be 
made for the often heard suggestion that 
American efforts should be directed gen- 
erally at splitting Russian and Chinese 
Communism. 


An examination of the principal 
aspects of the situation inevitably gives 
more reason fer pessimism than optim- 
ism, but this may come about partly be- 
cause the problems appear so enormous 
to western eyes. 

Factors that must be taken into con- 
sideration are the hundreds of millions 
of persons living in abject poverty, 
rampant disease, the widespread de- 
gradation of the human being, the cus- 
toms of centuries, and races and re- 
ligions. 

One handicap for the West is that the 
yellow and brown races fundamentally 
have no love for the white man. The 
old colonial powers have seen to that. 


Vice President Richard M. Nixon made 
a hit in the Orient with his plea for un- 
derstanding among peoples. This reporter 
searched for a basis on which such an un- 
derstanding could be built, but became 
pretty well convinced that as things stand 
today the average American has practically 
no understanding of the Far East and 
Asiatics have even less of America. It may 
not be true, as Kipling said, that East and 
West will never meet, but years may roll 
by before they do. 

This lack of understanding makes diffi- 
cult in the United States the public dis- 
cussion of the policies the nation shouid 
adopt toward the Far East. 


Is it best to try to stop Red China 
with a string of powerful military bases 
along its border or with a string of in- 
ternally strong independent nations, or 
with a combination of the two, or with 
something else? 


Nothing Complex About It. 


Answers to questions such as these must 
be given in the main by a few experts who 
know the peoples, the climates, the will 
power and the stamina and the resources 
of the countries with which the West must 
associate itself and those it must oppose. 


There is nething complex about the 
reasons why the Far East may slip be- 
hind the Bamboo Curtain. 

The majority of the people definitely 
are not pro-Communist. In most in- 
stances, race, religion and cultural hab- 
its combine to oppose the Communist 
ideology. But there are hundreds of mil- 
liens of persons who are in the nature 
of vast flocks of sheep led by a few in- 
experienced shepherds and subject to 
infiltration by some exceedingly hungry 
and sharp-toothed wolves. 


If the Far East is absorbed into the 
Communist orbit, it will be through mili- 
tary conquest or through the manipulation 
of unstable political and economic condi-

U.S. Often Embarrassed. 


Most of these countries are receiving 
United States economic aid and some of 
them military aid, but assistance often 
is accepted reluctantly. Native leaders 
are vaguely fearful of some new type 
of imperialism or colonialism, and hesi- 
tate to cast their lot with either the 
Russian ér the Western bloc. Many ad- 
vocate a policy of neutralism, or non- - 
alignment. 


In dealing with the Asiatic countries, 
the United States has at times found 
itself in a rather embarrassing position 
because of a circumstance beyond its 
control. It has been difficult to explain 
to leaders of some of the new nations, 
who fought and bled for independence, 
why the United States, the leader of 
the Free World, has supported their 
former masters in Europe, That is one 
of the aspects of the complex situation 
in Indochina, Asia’s most sensitive spot 
at the moment, 


In Indochina, a comprehensive assort- 
ment of the problems vexing the West in 
its dealings with the East are boiling to 
the surface. Most of them will be discussed 
at the Geneva conference on Korea and 
Indochina April 26, when the Western 
powers, the Soviet Union and Red China 
will confer. The results of this meeting, 
if they are at all conclusive, will have 
profound effects on Southeast Asia and 
on the actions and ere policy of the 
United States. 


Here is the alicia in enough detail 
to indicate’ the position in which the 


_United States finds itself in Indochina: 


In more than 80 years of colonial rule. 
the French built Indochina into as modern 
a country as could be found in the Orient, 
but, like other colonial powers, the French 
made mistakes. They forced the literacy 
rate down to about 20 per cent and made 
it extremely difficult, if not impossible, 
for natives to progress further than the 
status of clerks and army privates. Various 
forms of oppression kindled in the breasts 
of the more ardent Indochina nationalists 
a fierce hatred of the French. 


After the fall of France in 1940, Jap- 
anese troops entered Indochina and used 
the country as a basing point for the 
campaign against Singapore. The Japanese 
were in Indochina until the war ended in 
1945, and while they were there one of the 
principal leaders of the Indochina resist- 
ance was Dr. Ho Chi Minh, a Communist. 
In those days, the United States thought 
well enough of Ho to help him, and Ho 
is still using United States Army radio 
transmitters for Vietminh propaganda 
broadcasts. 

In 1946, Ho participated in organizing 
the state of Viet Nam within the French 


, Union, but fighting was renewed the end 


of that year when the French refused to 
agree to Ho’s demands for added auton- 


omy. It has continued ever since. 


' Between 1946 and 1949, the Indochinese 
provinces were further divided into the 
three associated states of Vietnam, with a 


population of 24,000,000 persons; Cam-

bodia, with a population of 3,000,000, and 
Laos, with 1,500,000 persons. 

Laos has accepted a rather shadowy 
status of “full independence” within the 
union. Viet Nam and Cambodia are sus- 
picious of this; they are demanding total 
independence from the French, and the 
exact political status that Viet Nam is 
to have is now being discussed in Paris. 


The objective is to settle the matter by | 


April 26. 

Many of the Viet-Namese have been 
dragging their heels in coming to the 
defense of their country against the Com- 
munist-led Vietminh. They argue that 
if the French, whom they mistrust, were 
expelled completely from the country, 
they would have a real incentive to fight 
and would turn on the Vietminh with a 
vengeance. 

The Western argument is that if the 
French quit, the Viet-Namese would be 
quickly overrun, militarily or politically, 
or both, by the smarter, tougher, more- 
purposeful Vietminh. 


Communist occupation of the 
states would place Thailand, Burma, India, 
Malaya and Indonesia in a more vulner- 
able position, 

The savage Indochina war has been a 
heavy drain on French resources and man- 
power, particularly officers. The United 
States has been helping the French in 
Indochina because that is consonant with 
its own interests, but it has not won any 
additional friends among nationalist Viet- 
Namese because of it. Naturally, the 
United States wants to remain on friendly 
terms with France because the West is 
trying to get France to approve the Euro- 
pean Defense Community. 

In this way, Europe and Asia are inter- 
twined and it is difficult to see how the 


United States can work out a policy sat- | 


isfactory to everyone. 


Ho Chi Minh Special Case. 


The astute Ho constitutes a special and 
serious problem. He is a sort of George 
Washington to many of his countrymen 
and is respected even by the Viet- 
Namese who are supposed to be fighting 
him. Ho’s followers, supplied by the Red 
Chinese, include some of the world’s 
best infantrymen and guerrilla fighters, 
and underground workers who are equal- 
ly adept at cutting throats or preaching 
Communism. 

Ho has been promising better living 
conditions and lower taxes, and he has 
followed through in enough instances to 
lend reality to his pledges. In some vil- 
lages his men have killed or captured 
landowners and distributed their prop- 
erty to the peasants. Then they have 
said to each new landowner: 

“This soil is yours. If you want te 
keep it, you must fight for it. Here ts 
your gun.” 

It is not too easy to convince that man 
that Communism is bad. 


French military commanders have fore- 
cast they can win the war in another two 
years, but knowledgeable French civilians 
in Indochina doubt that it can ever be 
won by either side. 

If it cannot be won by the French, how 
long will they continue to fight? If it can 
be won, what will be done afterward— 
will the French pull out and the new Viet- 
Namese army be left to defend the coun-

When Killing Frosts Arrive 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Reader Otto Pauls, who questioned 
the behavior of Leonard Hall's 
thermometer in last Sunday’s letter 
column, is on no firmer ground than 
were the blue-jay skeptics. 

A small area in central and south- 
ern Washington county and eastern 
Crawford cotinty has the earliest av- 
erage date for the first killing frost 
(about Oct. 5) of any area in Mis- 
souri, as the accompanying map in- 
dicates. 

On the other hand the first killing 
frost for St. Louis averages about 
Oct. 30, nearly a month later and 
the latest in the state except for two 
very small areas in the extreme south 
and southeast. 

The same applies in the spring— 
April 5 for the last killing frost near 


St. Louis, May 1 to 5 in the Possum. 
Trot area. 

Also, colder temperatures are com- 
mon in that region. Anyone who 
listens to the early morning tem- 
perature reports for Missouri sta- 
tions has noted the frequency with 
which Farmington reports tempera- 
tures several degrees below other 
stations. 

This tendency is even more notice- 
able west and southwest of Farm- 
ington. The co-operative station at 
Black, in northweastern Iron county, 
in particular often records tempera- 
tures many degrees below surround- 
ing stations.

It is no longer a matter of choice. It is now 
mandatory that President Eisenhower himself 
come to grips with McCarthyism and the com- 
pletely irresponsible Republican Senator from 
Wisconsin who is madly tearing up the Repub- 
lican party’s first national Administration in 
20 years. 

The wild charges and counter-charges of the 
last week make this clear beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. However much the President may 
have hoped to stay out of the storm, he is now, 
whether he likes it or not, at its very vortex. 


Not only the integrity of Mr. Eisenhower's 
Department of Defense, on which the nation’s 
security depends, but its competence as well 
is now under bitterest attack. For Senator 
McCarthy has now hurled back the word 
“blackmail” at the Army’s detailed report on 
the efforts of the Wisconsin Senator and his 
subcommittee chief counsel, Roy M. Cohn, to 
obtain a commission and other preferential 
treatment for draftee G. David Schine, volun- 
teer “legal consultant” on the McCarthy sub- 
committee. 

The Senator now produces an unsigned docu- 
ment from the subcommittee files which. rep- 
resents Secretary of the Army Stevens as ask- 
ing the McCarthy subcommittee to “hold up 


public hearings on the Army” and “go after 


the Navy, Air Force and Defense Department 
instead.” To this the Army Secretary says, in 
effect: All lies.

In application of his earnest belief that party 
unity is essential, President Eisenhower has been 
patient and long-suffering. For more than a 
year he has tried to get along with Senator 
McCarthy in the belief that a break would en- 
danger his program in Congress and cost the 
Republicans dearly in the 1954 midterm election. 


But following Senator McCarthy’s bitter at- 
tack on the patriotism of Brig. Gen. Zwicker as 
“not fit to wear the uniform,” the President has 
found it necessary to begin to assert himself. 
He has not yet mentioned Senator McCarthy by 
name, but he has declared the executive's full 
responsibility for the executive departments. 
He has pledged co-operation with investigating 
committees of Congress and asked for fair 
treatment in return for all employes of the 
Government. 

The continuing barrage of denunciations and 
charges proves that this is not enough. The 
President now is confronted with the necessity 
of choosing from among the several powerful 
courses of action that are open to him.

Assume that Mr. Eisenhower has made up his 
mind to save his Administration from further 
insults and undermining. Assume that he is 
willing to do what is necessary to back up his 
department heads and political aids to the 
fullest. Assume that he recognizes that the 
Republican party is split and that to maintain 
that it is not is to hold to a dangerous delusion. 


Then President Eisenhower can speak out in 
terms completely unmistakable. He can name 
names. He can cite chapter and verse. He 
can review the record. He can hew to the 
line and let the chips fall where they may. He 
can say that honor and decency and respect 
come before winning elections: He can re- 
member that the country said of Grover Cleve- 
land, “We love him for the enemies he has 
made.” He can do what he must have been 
impelled to do countless times as Senator Mc- 
Carthy has made one undermining attack on 
the Eisenhower Administration after another. 


President Eisenhower can call in G.O.P. Na- 
tional Chairman Hall. He can tell Mr. Hall 
that Senator McCarthy's “20 years of treason” 
speeches against the Democrats, in connection 
with Lincoln's birthday, did the Republican 
party far more harm than good. He can in- 
form Mr. Hall that if one more cent of National 
Committee funds is spent to finance another 
trip or speech by Senator McCarthy, there will 
be a new chairman of the Republican National 
Committee. The President got rid of C. Wesley 
Roberts of Kansas when he became a sorry 
political liability after only a month in office. 
He can get rid of Leonard W. Hall of New 
York if Mr. Hall has any lingering notion that 
Senator McCarthy is a party “asset.” 
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The President can explain the political facts 
of life to his own political misadvisers. He 
can: tell them that the record does not remotely 
show that Joseph R, McCarthy possesses the 
sure touch of victory. He can remind them that 
if Senator McCarthy’s deceit and trickery 
worked in Maryland in 1950, it has not always 
worked. He can tell them that the McCarthy 
speeches in Missouri in 1952 did not win Senate 
re-election for James P. Kem. He can tell them 
that McCarthy’s support did not win re-election 
for his cohorts, Harry P. Cain in Washington 
and Zales Ecton in Montana. He can blow up 
the “asset” argument. 


President Eisenhower can instruct his Cabi-- 


net and White House eids that Senator Mce- 
Carthy has had his last piece of patronage in 
this Administration. The President cannot 
withdraw his appointment of Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s friend, Robert E. Lee, to a seven-year 


seat on the highly important Federal Commu- 
nications Commission. But he can make sure 
that there are no more key rewards for Mc- 
Carthyites. 

The President can order that under no cir- 
cumstances will Senator McCarthy’s friend and 
campaign manager, Urban Van Susteren, be 
planted in the newly created federal judgeship 
in Wisconsin, as McCarthy now has the crust 
to ask. The President can make it plain to 
all the people of Wisconsin that their junior 
Senator does not have influence enough at the 
White House to get a postmastership in the 
smallest village in his home state.

The President can ¢all in some of his many 
Texas friends. He can explain to tham what 
their support of Senator McCarthy through 
funds and radio and television time is doing to 
the political victory which Texas helped Mr. 
Eisenhower win in 1952. He can describe to 
them what the result will be if they keep on 
building up the man who said Gen. Marshall, 
World War II Chief of Staff, “has recourse to 
the lie whenever it suits his convenience.” 

President Eisenhower can summon Herbert 
Brownell Jr. He can tell his Attorney General 
that there will be no more attempts to out- 
McCarthy McCarthy by reckless statements such 
as that whi®h conveyed the impression that 
some 2200 Government employes were dismissed 
because of disloyalty.“ He cin put an official 
embargo on distortions such as have encouraged 
Senator McCarthy to still worse excesses. 

President Eisenhower can direct his Justice 
Department chief to review the 1952 Hennings 
subcommittee report on Senator McCarthy's 
many dubious financial deals. The President 
can tell Mr. Brownell that the days ef appease- 
ment.of Senator McCarthy are long sirce past. 
He can say that if the dust-gathering report con- 
tains information which ought to be put before 
a grand jury then to put it there and to ask 
for indictments—if indictments are indicated.

It would be possible to list still other things 
that the President as the executive can do, 
such as to fire R. W. Scott McLeod, Senator 
McCarthy’s highly placed friend in the State 
Department. But there are also courses open 
to the President to suggest to his leaders in the 
Senate. He does not need to dictate. He does 
ft need even to command. He only needs to 
use his prestige and influence, as he did, for 
example, in getting the St. Bawrence seaway 
approved in the Senate. 

In the Senate the Pregident can ebtain the 
co-operation of the three Republican members 
ef the McCarthy investigating. subcommittee. 
The three Democratic members, McClellan of 
Arkansas, Symington of Missouri and Jackson 
of Washington, grounded Senator McCarthy 
last year by withdrawing because of his one- 
man tactics and the failure of the G.O.P. mem- 
bers to assert their rights. These same three 
Democrats landed a body blow when they ob- 
tained and released.the Army’s report on the 
McCarthy-Cohn high pressure tactics. 

The Republican members, Mundt of South 
Dakota, Dirksen of Illinois and Potter of Michi- 
gan, can do even more. They can call on the 
full Government Operations Committee to take 
the Army controversy out of Senator McCarthy's 
hands. They can make a sound case against 
allowing one of the principals in the dispute to 
continue in charge of the investigation. 
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If Senator McCarthy's colleagues are defeated 
in the full committee, they can take this issue 
to the Senate itself. The Senate created the 
McCarthy subcommittee. The Senate can abolish ° 
it. The Senate Armed Services Committee, 
headed by Senator Saltonstall of Massachusetts, 
can direct any further investigations of the 
Defense Department—and Senator McCarthy’s 
charges against President Eisenhower's defense 
leaders. 

None of this is executive dictatorship. None 
of it is hurtful to the great and proper power 
of Congress to investigate the executive de- 
partments. Indeed, every step proposed is de- 
signed to prevent furtKer discrediting by Sena- 
tor McCarthy of this precious and valuable in- 
strument for protecting the rights and interests 
of the people. 

If Joseph R. McCarthy has done any good 
of any kind—and we do not say that he has— 
it has been overwhelmed in the damage, much 
of it irreparable, that lies all around him. To 
say that he has accomplishments to his credit is 
to say, in the words of Elmer Davis, that “noth- 
ing brings the danger of fire more to the atten- 
tion of the public than turning in false alarms 
all over town.” 

Joseph R. McCarthy, whatever he may say 
to the contrary, is warring on Dwight D, Eisen- 
hower. His steady drumfire of attack—from 
his fraudulent Greek ship deal a year ago, 
through the Fort Monmouth hoax, to the wild 
maneuvers of last week—makes a mockery of 
any words of reassurance he may utter. 

The Republican party split will have a chance 
to heal if it {s recognized for what it is and 
treated accordingly.

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The King of Comedy 

Mack Sennett’s reunion with some of his old 
stars, on the site of his former studio in Holly- 
wood the other evening, evokes a nostalgia as 
thick as a custard pie. 

In the century’s second decade it was Sennett 
who made the custard pie gn American institu- 
tion. The first one was thrown for him ad lib by 
Mabel Normand, whom he had found modeling 
for art classes at Smith College and who read 
Freud and the Police Gazette. 

Sennett invented bathing beauties (his wore 
flounces, aprons, tartans, hats, and pants half- 
way down to the knees) and the Keystone cops, 
whose name is still a slang synonym for ridicu- 
lous pretense, He discovered Charlie Chaplin, 
then a 24-year-old English vaudevillian whom he 
hired for $125 a week, 

Many of his stars went on to greater fame in 
the films: Gloria Swanson, Bing Crosby, Carole 
Lombard, Harold Lloyd, W. C. Fields. Hig Key- 
stone cops included Fatty Arbuckle, sausagelike 
Slim Summerville, frezen-faced Buster’ Keaton, 
cockeye@é Ben Turpin, mustachioed Mack Swain. 

Celebwated Mack Sennett Bathing Beauties 
were Phyllis Haver, whose figure he considered 
the prettiest among those of 5000 girls he em- 
ployed in his 700 comedies; Helen Kane, who 
later became the boop boopa doop girl; Marie 
Prevost, Bebe Daniels, Alberta Vaughn, Toby 
Wing, Louise Fazenda and Mae Busch. 

Sennett’s theatrical career started on the bur- 
lesque stage, playing the two hind legs of a don- 
key, as the result of a letter of introduction to 
Marie Dressler written for him by a neighbor in 
Northampton, Mass., Calvim Coolidge. When the 


show was raided by the police Sennett started 
the Keystone company in 1912 on $2500 he bor- 
rowed from a pair of bookies who were trying 
to collect $100 he owed them—and with a key- 
stone insignia borrowed from a Pennsylvania 
railroad car. “If it’s good enough for the Penn- 
sylvania railroad,” said Sennett, “it’s good 
enough for us.” ; 

Six years after taking Coolidge’s note of in- 
troduction to Marie Dressler, he hired her at 
$2500 a week to play with Chaplin in “Tillie’s 
Punctured Romance,” which took his last dime 
and earned millions. Sennett prided himself on 
what he considered the purity of his comedies, 
and it was his boast that “we kicked hell out of 
mothers-in-law, but we never touched mothers.”

Soviet press's prying on private lives is ugly and destructive, 
says studént who read it daily; it exalts Communist “ideals” 
above friendship, family, Jove; but making men die for 
the ideals of tyrannical masters lacks moral justification.

I learned something of the Russian 
people when I worked for three months 
at The Current Digest of the Soviet 
Press. 


The Digest is the only service of its 
kind. Sponsored by the American Coun- 
cil of Learned Societies and the Social 
Science Research Council, it publishes 
each week, as documentary materials, 
articles translated from current Rus- 
sian newspapers. 


The articles presented a wide picture 
of what the Russian press was printing: 
foreign and domestic news, book and 
theater reviews, profiles of Russian life, 
feature articles, and, in every issue, 
short clever exposes of the shortcomings 
or pettiness of of- 
ficials, workers, and 
organizations. 

The exaggerations 
of Russian journal- 
ism amused me at 
first. I was aston- 
ished at the brazen 
use of propaganda 
methods. Exalted 
praise of all that is 
Russian or sympa- 
thetic to Russia 
seemed to be the 
keynote, hand in 
hand with complete 
contempt for and distrust of all other 
ways of life. , . 

It was the humorous little exposes of 
everyday Russian life and people that 
were in many ways the most interesting 
and revealing. 


Regime’s Ever-Watchfulness 


They would call attention to a com- 
munal farm manager who had approp- 
riated a communal hoe or a communal 
water jug as his own property. Or to 
an employment director of a manufac- 
turing company who had filled top posi- 
tions with his own relatives. Or to a 
communal farm worker who, in his 
efforts to increase the size of the tiny 
plot of ground that the state had given 
him for his private use, had moved the 
fence posts farther out into communal 
farm property. 6% 

On the surface, the humorous articles 
seemed harmless eneugh. 

But gradually I began to see that in 
these “harmless” little profiles there 
was something ugly and destructive. 

They represented an extremely effici- 
ent method of watchfulness and control 
by which all citizens, with the exception 
of the Communist officers, were 
at all times liable to criticism from all 
sides. . i 
Each individual had to cogsider and 
control his every action, for any inef- 
ficiency, irresponsibility, or unortho- 
doxy, no matter how petty, could be 
brought before the eyes of the citizens. 


Newspapers’ Endless Barrage 


I remember a long Saturday morning 
when I listened to the Digest’s editor 


discuss Russian history. I was over- 
whelmed by the amount of 
t and suffering that the Russian 


“people had undergone. 


Even today’s Russians have very vivid 
memories of plagues, starvation, poverty 
and wars. This explained a lot to me. 

By contrast, the standard of living 
they have now is almost a dream come 
true. They will cling to it and, like 
people everywhere, they will sacrifice 
a great deal in order to insure a better 
future and a better life for their chil- 
dren. 

Working on the people’s idealism and 
on their fear of losing what they have,

Nationalism,” and “Persistently Move

Distorted pictures of other ways of 
life strengthen these constant warnings. 


It is no wonder that individuals arise 
who are savage in their fight for Com- 
munist ideals and who hold nothing— 
friendship, family, love—above Com- 
munist goals. 

But if all Russians were fanatic Com- 
munists, there would be no cause for 
the constant, watchfulness. 


So there are idealists of another sort: 
men who want prosperity and happiness 
as much ag the others, but who find the 
price they are paying too high. 


These are the quiet dissenters, afraid 
to admit to their ideological beliefs. 
The Soviet press calls them wreckers, 
destroyers, saboteurs. When vered, 
they face death or “deprivation of free- 
dom.” 


A Bigger Picture Emerges 


And, as everywhere, there are petty 
men without ideals or concern for the 
future, interested only in their own 
selfish ends. These are the petty crimi- 
nals who steal state property, sell ma- 
terials on black markets, or neglect 
their duties. 

But mostly there are the little men— 
not petty, not materialistic—who may 
sometimes be aware of a vague dis- 
satisfaction, who hope to build some 
proof of their lives before they die. 
They are men like the communal 
farmer who goes out with his shovel 
in the dark night and quietly moves his 
fence posts. 

When I finally became aware of these 
ordinary people who were involved in 
the Russian headlines, I saw a new and 
bigger picture of Russian life. I saw 
the fanatic idealists wai ‘for a slip 
from the silent frighte men and 
vaeree those who did not care about 
ideals. 


The exposes contained more than hu- 
mor, and I began to imagine the pos- 
sible consequences for these “funny” 
people. 

There was, for example, a story about 
a communal farmer who stole livestock 
for his private use. He was pictured 
walking down a road, leading a noisy 
pig on a string. The article was very 
funny, but what is to happen to such 
a man? 


Under the Shadow of Fear 


. He probably discovers with a shock 
that his name is in the village news- 
paper, or perhaps even in .

I do not pretend to have become an

Most Often Asked by Americans: 
Eddy Gilmore Gives His Answers 


Former Associated Press Correspondent in 
Moscow, After Lecture Tour, Concludes 
That Soviet Communism Is Well Recog- 
nized Here for What It Actually Is. 


Eddy Gilmore, for almost twelve years the Associated Press 
staff correspondent in Moscow, has been making a lecture 
tour of 68 American cities. After each lecture, Gilmore, now 
going to London, invited questions from the floor, In- 
variably, 10 questions turned up among the thousands 
asked. Here the 10 questions and his answers.

NEW YORK, March 13 (AP). 


OU don’t have to tel? the American people about Communism 

—they know. However, although the American people rec- 

ognize the true face of Soviet Communism for what it is, 
they still ask a lot of questions about it. 


The questions they put reveal how much they really know. 
Very few of the questions are pointless or silly. 


I always emphasize I am no 
Russian expert—there is no such 
thing; but, by living and work- 
ing in Russia for nearly 12 years, 
knowing several hundred Soviet 
citizens and traveling over the 
country, I could hardly help See- 
ing and hearing a lot of things. 

I spoke to all sorts of audi- 
ences on this tour—a big Prot- 
estant charch group in Detroit, 
the National Council of Jewish 
Women in Cleveland, to the 
prettiest group of young women 
I ever saw under one roof at 
Stephens College in Missouri, to 
a convention of collegiate editors 
in Chicago, to black-tie dinners 
in St. Louis and Memphis, to the 
largest woman’s club in the 
world in California, and to 
dozens of others. 

Questions and Answers. 

The questions were nearly al- 
ways ‘the same. These were the 
10 questions most frequently 
asked and my answers: : 

Q. How does the Moscow press 
treat Senator McCarthy? 

A. The Moscow press almost 
ignores the Senator. Every once 
in a while they give him three 
or four paragraphs and denounce 
him generally as the “leading 
American fascist.” The Senator 
is a tricky subject for the propa- 
ganda machine of the Central 
Committee of the Communist 
party because, in order to dis- 
cuss McCarthy at all the papers 
must at least mention the word 
“subversives,” and that there are 
Americans who have been used 
by Moscow, and others suspected 
of being used by Moscow, to spy, 
or aid the Soviet Union. This 
doesn’t fit in with the party line, 
which says Russia “never inter- 
fers in the internal affairs of 
any foreign country.” The Mos- 
cow papers don’t like to report 
that someone is even suspected 
of subversive activity on behalf 
of the U.S.S.R. 

Q. Can you hear the Voice of 
America in Moscow? 

A. You can hear the English 
language broadcasts. You can- 
not hear the Russian language 
broadcasts; they are drowned by 
a torrent of jamming from sev- 
eral hundred jamming stations 
in and around the Soviet cap- 
ital. But in a Russian village 25 
miles from Moscow I could hear 
the Voice of America’s Russian 
language broadcasts almost 
around the. clock. Sometimes 
they were as loud as Moscow 
radio. .Also, people from the 
State . Department who move 
about the country with portable 
radios told me you can hear the 
broadcasts in many parts of; 
Russia. 

I do not ‘know how effective 
these broadcasts are and I know 
no way of determining this. 

A Russian once said to me: 
“Gospodin Gilmore — Gospodin 
is Mister—I was listening to the 
Voice of America last night and 
the announcer told a great lie. 
He said the Soviet government 
had 10,000,000 people in con- 
centration camps. Now that’s 
just not right. If the announcer 
had said that our government 
had 15,000,000 people in con- 
centration camps, I would have 
believed him, but not when he 
said just 10,000,000!” 

Q. Is religion free in Russia, 
and is there freedom of worship? 

A. During the war, Stalin 
0 a number of churches 
in the Soviet Union. I would say 
there are about 50 or 60 open 
in Moscow and I have seen 
them in other cities and vil- 
lages. There is one so-called 
Baptist church, one so-called 
synagogue and one _ so-called 
Catholic church in Moscow, but 
the great majority are. Russian 
Orthodox churches. They are 
well attended and it is truly 
stimulating to visit them at 
Easter time and on the Russian 
Orthodox Christmas Eve and on 
any of the other church holi- 
days. 

They are packed as tight as 
eaviar in a can. The churches 
operate under a bureau which 
comes under the Council of 


ways called this the “Commis- 
sariat of God” and you can 
imagine how much freedom the 
churchmen have under such a 
setup. ‘ 

The Patriarch of Moscow and 
All Russia, the head of the 
Orthodox church, wears the 
Order. of Lenin and offered 
public prayers when Stalin lay 
dying. The people who go to 
church burn their candles, say 
their prayers and listen to beau- 
tiful music. The priests never 
say anything political, but I 
doubt they were very daring 
under the czars, either. 

The Communists discovered 
that God wouldn’t stay under- 
ground, even in their country, 
so they opened the churches 
and determined to control them. 


Q. Have things really changed 
since Stalin died and Malenkov 
took over? 

A. Not really. There is a new 
look, but I’m afraid all the old 
ambitions of World Communism 
are still there. The new group 
has done a few things which 
have cost them very little, if 
anything, to make it appear that 
everything has changed. -Per- 
haps some naive people in vari- 
ous parts of the. world believe 
them. I think they will learn 
differently in time. 

Q. What do the Russian peod- 
ple think of the United States 
and the American people? 

A. I suppose I must have 
known 400 Soviet citizens by 
name and I never recall hearing 
one of them say anything un- 
kind about us. I remember a 
woman in a village saying to me, 
“Gospodin Gilmore, during the 
last war your country sent us 
many things, and we appreciate 
them. You sent us food. I 
know—my three children ate it 
and I ate it—but if we have a 
war with you, God forbid—she 
crossed herself—you won’t be 
sending us food, you'll be drop- 
ping bombs on us. I'm afraid 
we'll all die.” 

Q. Do you think we are going 
to have a war anytime soon with 
Russia? 

A. No, The Soviets don’t start 
wars they are not sure they can 
win. I saw many things to con- 
vince me they believe it would 
be very difficult to beat us. I 
don’t advocate our throwing 
away a single gun, for if there 
is anything those people respect, 
it is strength; and if there is 
anything they despise, it is 
weakness. 

Q. Do you believe there is any 
chance of settling our differ- 
ences with Russia around a con- 
ference table? 

A. Very little right now. Ii 
there is one ‘single thing the 
Communists really believe about 
us, it is that we are going to 
have a terrible depression, one 
that will make the last one look 
like a wave of prosperity. They 
think it is coming and that, 
when it does, we will withdraw 
our forces and influences from 
.all over the world—and then 
they will move in. After that it 
will only be a question of time 
before we collapse at home. As 
long as they feel this way, why 
expect them to compromise? 

Q. Were the Russian people 
sorry to see Stalin Die? . 

A. I watched them file by his 
body by the thousands and I 
saw a few of them crying, but 
the vast majority seemed to me 
to have come down there out of 
curiosity, and to make sure he 
was dead. 

Q. Do the Russians have the 
atomic and the hydrogen 
bombs? | 

A. I have no real way of tell- 
ing, but I believe they have an 
atomic bomb. I would be great- 
ly surprised if they have a 
droppable hydrogen bomb.

Indonesia. has had nominal 
sovereignty for only a little 
more than three years and its 
present government is purpose- 
less and floundering. Indonesian 
leaders, mostly anti-Communist, 
refuse to accept the Western 
view that such a government 
could fall to the Communists 
like an over-ripe plum. Most of 
them say they can handle the 
Communists, but Westerners 
think they are over-confident. 

Nineteen Political Parties. 


One of Indonesia’s difficulties | 


lies in the fact that there are 
19 political parties, none of 
which has enough seats in par- 
liament to dominate fhe govern- 
ment. The multiplicity of par- 
ties resulted from Indonesian 
desire, when the country broke 
away from the Dutch, to give 
as many persons as possible a 
way to express their divergent 
political opinions. Generations 
of repression made this a popu- 
lar cause. 


Indonesia has not yet held an 
election but preparations are 
being made for one early next 
year. Whether it will be held 
remains to be seen. Skeptics 
point out that the P.N.I. party, 
to which President Soekarno and 
Prime Minister Ali Sastroamid- 
jojo belong and which nominally 
runs the government would ‘al- 


most certainly lose a popular 


election to the Masjumi, or Mos- 


The P.N.I., in order to govern, 
has effected a union of conven- 
ience with the P.K.I., the Com- 
munist party. These two or- 
ganizations and their partisans 
can muster enough votes in par- 
liament to outvote the alliance 
of the Masjumi and the Social- 
ist parties. The cabinet is sup- 
ported by the P.N.I. and the 
Communists. In the Western 
view, it is dangerous for a politi- 
cal party to work with the Com- 
munists. 


Although Indonesian leaders 
scoff at the notion, the setup is 
such that the Communists exer- 
cise tremendous power, at the 
léast, and, at the most, may even 
control the government. Their 
influence extends beyond the 
political sphere. The majority 
of Indonesiam workers are di- 
rected by Moscow-trained well- 
financed labor leaders, and the 
Communist-led unions work with 
the Communist party. As in 
many other countries, the Com- 
munists are disciplined and 
energetic—they know what they 
want. 


Red Coup Could Be Easy. 

Since only a handful of men 
are running Indonesia, Western- 
ers fear that a Communist coup 
might be comparatively simple 
to engineer. Such an eventuality 
becomes increasingly likely as 
Indonesians, united in_ their 
fight against the Dutch, fall 
away from one another for lack 
of a rallying point or a truly 
dynamic program. 

Indonesia’s friends in other 
countries have recently ex- 
pressed disappointment at the 
young nation’s lack of direction 
and its public insistence on an 
international policy of neutral- 
ism. But some of these have ex- 
pressed the opinion that Indo- 
nesian leaders correctly evalu- 
ated the situation when they 
said they were in no immediate 
danger from Communism. 

The reasoning of the out- 
siders was different, however. 
They thought that Indonesia at 
the moment would be a liability 
to the Communists; in other 
words, that the fruit was not 
yet ready to pluck. The imme- 
diate Communist objective in 
Indonesia, they thought, was to 
prevent the emergence of a 
really stable non-Communist 
government, a task that does 
not appear to be too difficult.

This is not true of India. Its 
leaders, following the line of 
Prime Minister Nehru, say the 
country has been firm with in- 
ternal Communism and would 
not tolerate any Communist ag- 
gression. As the Indians see it, 
the danger from the Reds lies 
in the possibility of their taking 
advantage of political and eco- 
nomic stresses and strains. 

The Indians are struggling to 
build their country by dem- 
ocratic means and argue that 
they must outstrip the Chinese 
Communists, who are driving 
ahead by totalitarian methods. 
They express the fear that if 
public opinion forees them to 
step up arms expenditures be- 
cause of the Pakistan - United 
States agreement they will have 
to reduce their spending for 
economic improvements. 


India is overwhelmingly be- 
hind Nehru, but there is an ac- 
tive Communist party that would 
take advantage, of any reduction 
in plans to raise the living 
standards of the people.

NEW DELHI, March 13 — The 
minimum terms of the Commu- 
nist Vietminh for a cease-fire in 
Indochina would be evacuation 
by the French of northern Viet 
Nam, comprising Tonkin and the 
part of Annam north of Hate. 
The Vietminh would be willing 
to withdraw from Laos. 


According to my sources, the 
Vietminh would be ready to con- 
sider a cease-fire only as a pre- 
liminary to an over-all settle- 
ment which would include gen- 
eral elections in Indochina. 

Vietminh has made this known 
through its representatives in 
Peiping as an answer to French 
Premier Joseph Laniel’s call for 
evacuation of the Red river delta 
by the Communists. 


These Vietminh terms are cone 


sidered here as an initial bar- 
gaining offer which might be 
reduced. 

According to this offer, Viet- 
minh would not be prepared to 
accept neutral supervision of 
elections in the zone they want 
evacuated by the French. 

Informed diplomatic observers 
here point out that neither the 
French nor the Americans are 
likely to accept these terms. 

Acceptance would mean de 
facto recognition of a Commu- 
nist state in Indochina, would ex- 
pose Laos to the constant threat 
of infiltration by guerillas, and 
prove a great politica] asset to 
the Communist movement with- 
in the remaining territories of 
Indochina, 

Above all, the prospect of elec- 
tions under ese conditions 
would make it extremely risky 
to grant full independence to the 
non-Communist Viet Namese and 
would therefore make the French 
more reluctant to grant it.

OVE for his children

When Karen learns of her 
husband’s attachment she 
forces the whole situation into 
a crisis by going to the clinic 
early one morning and hang- 
ing her set of drapes with her 
own hands. The whole in- 
stitution is thrown into hys- 
terical rebellion and near dis- 
aster because the drapes have 
become a symbol to Stevie 
Holt, in particular, and to all 
the patients in some degree. 
True enough the extrem- 
ities of disaster are avoided 
but at a price that can be re- 
garded as not too high only 
because the crisis brings 
everybddy—the sick as well 
as the nominally well—to a 
firmer acceptance of reality. 
At one point in the story a 
taxi driver in the town of 
Platte, Nebr., the scene of the 
action, says to a clinic staff 
member: “I can always tell a 


patient from a doctor” and 
when asked why replies: “The 
patients get well.” As this 


reader had been similarly af- 
fected by the behavior of the 
“normal” characters, the point 
is worth considering. 


*® * . 

HAT the author implies 
W:: that the sick and the 

well differ from each 
other only in degree. If this 
is more apparent in the per- 
sonnel at the Castle House 
Clinic than in other similar 
institutions it is because the 
author has obligingly opened 


‘windows into the minds of 


these particular characters. 
Blurring the line between 
“normal” and “Abnormal” may 
not be clinically acceptable; 
but at least it brings the 
patients into the same fellow- 
ship with the non-patients and 
reinforces their claim to our 
sympathetic understanding. 
Mr. Gibson is not only suc- 
cessful in giving his charac- 
ters human depth and individ- 
uality; he does it largely 
through speech and action. 
His descriptions are frank. In 
fact he is more explicit in de- 
tailing certain aspects of erotica 
than any author I can recall 
and he makes no apologies for 
allowing educated people to 
use gutter language. Since 
both language and behavior 
are consistent with the char- 
acters and the situations, his 
license seems _ warranted. 
Thougtr unpleasant at times 
the dialogue has a uncommon 
effectiveness. It is an impor- 
tant feature of a novel that 
exploits both ideas and a com- 
plex of events without com- 
promising either. So at the 
very least, or at the very best, 
Mr. Gibson is a prime story- 
teller in this first novel.

OUBTLESS there are 
[) muttitudes of gentiles 

whose sympathies like 
the reviewer's, have been with 
the Zionists. Honest and just 
men must abhor the number- 
less crimes and indignities 
committed against the Jews 
across the centuries. There is 
guilt to be expiated, but more, 
there is a debt to be paid, a 
treasure to be guarded. Why 
shouldn’t the Jew have a na- 
tional home? 


Alfred Lilienthal suggests 
that we may have been too 
naive. At any rate he has 
raised some ‘pertinent, dis- 
quieting questions about the 
zeal of the Zionists and the 
wisdom of creating the State 
of Israel. He makes a good 
case for the contention that 
historic Zionism is not refu- 
geeism; that Zionism has 
stirred up a most dangerous 
hornets’* nest in the Arab 
world; that the attempts to 
force all Jews into the Zion- 


ist camp is something less 
than brotherly. 

Lilienthal ‘goes too far,’ 
however, in asserting that 


Zionism of necessity compro- 
mises seriously the patriot- 
ism of American Jews or 
other nationals outside Israel. 
Is it not true that Roman 
Catholics can be creatively pa- 
triotic wherever they may 
live even though there is a 
place called the Vatican and 
an official head called the 
Pope? It is also difficult to be- 
lieve that “Zionism is more 
than ever profoundly indiffer- 
ent to the Judaist faith,” al- 
though it is true that the 
worship of the State may 
crowd out the worship of God. 
But it happens elsewhere too 
that patriotism becomes a 
substitute for religion. It is 
a favorite and cardinal sin of 
all men that they incline to 
absolutize their own culture 
or their own State. 
x * * 

HIS'_ provocative book 
T closes with the statement 

that “the American Jew 
wants integration not segrega- 
tion.”” Unless that means in 
addition to cultural integra- 
tion the sanction on the part 
of Jewry of mixed marriage 
it doesn’t make too much 
sense in the American setting. 


There is a lot of self-segrega- ' 


tion on the part of Jews with- 
in the United States. It has 
nothing whatever to do with 
the State of Israel. 


“What Price Israel?” is a 
most valuable addition to the 
understanding of the non- 
Zionist point of view. It is 
well written and helpfully in- 
dexed. Zionists will be wise 
not to dismiss this book with 
a shrug of the shoulders.

Tolstoy's Struggles to Save Russia 
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TOLSTOY: A LIFE OF MY 
FATHER, by Alexandra Tolstoy. 
(Harper & Bros., 543 pgs., $5.)

HE reader who has the 
T patience and endurance to 

wade through this long, 
sprawling and not too well 
organized biography of the 
great Russian writer by his 
daughter, the twelfth of his 
13 children, will be very well 
rewarded, especially if he if 
looking for answers to the 
great questions that modern 
history poses. 


The life of Tolstoy spanned 
the transition from. the old 
Russia to the new—from feu- 
dalism to sovietism, from Czar- 
dom to Bolshevism, from Holy 
Russia to triumphant Atheism. 
It is also a mirror in which 
we can see with perfect clar- 
ity the causes of the triumph 
of Lenin and Trotsky over both 
the old regime of autocracy 
and reaction and the liberal 
republicanism of Kerensky. 


Tolstoy was born into the 
old Russian landowning nobil- 
ity which had for generations 
been maintained by the serf- 
dom of the masses of the Rus- 
sian people. Loyalty to the 
Emperor and reverence for 


_ the Church were the twin pil- 


lars upon which that class 
rested. The net effect of Tol- 
stoy’s life was so to weaken 
popular respect for those twin 
institutions that they could 
not withstand the storm that 
hit them after World War I— 
but the terrible irony of his 
life was how little he desired 
that denouement, how hard he 
labored to avert it. 


* * 


HE world knows him best 
T as the author of its great- 

est novel, “War and 
Peace.” But that is not the 
view we get of him in this 
intimate biography. Here we 
see him as the prophet who 
might have saved his coun- 
try from the terrible fate that 
overcame it if its rulers had 
only had the common sense, 
the humanity, the intelligence, 
to follow his leadership, to 
heed his voice. All the way 
through this account of his 
life we cannot but feel that 
here is the man who had the 
answer to Russia’s problems. 


Even in “War and Peace” 
he showed clearly that he was 
revolting against the tradi- 
tions of his class, particularly 
its militarism, and the longer 
he lived the more fiercely did 
he struggle against the worldly 
concerns of his class and yield 
himself to the religious and 
philosophic ideas that came to 
dominate him. 


On the subject of serfdom 
he formed very strong convic- 
tions. “By what right,” he 
asked, “did the landowners 
fenjoy the labor of the, peas- 
ants? What had they done for 
these people? What were the 
scholars, the writers, the

journalists doing? And why 
should millions of Russians 
live in slavery, poverty, ignor- 
ance, to provide food and 
drink for all these useless peo- 
ple?” 


He became convinced that 
to save Russia the rich must 
cease their oppressing and 
their idle life. Nothing made 
him quite so unhappy as to be 
enveloped in the idle, aristo- 
cratic life of Moscow. 


His concern for the peas- 
ants took many practical 
forms. He saw their need of 
education. When in 1859 he 
started a village school no sys- 
tem of public education ex- 
isted in Russia. He was at 
once astounded to discover the 
mental capacity of the chil- 
dren whom he taught, the ease 
with which they soaked up the 
knowledge he gave them. He 
spent nearly a year traveling 
abroad studying educational 
methods. He wanted for his 
country something like the 
American system only indig- 
enous in character. 


a 2 *¢ 
IS ideas on teaching were 
H revolutionary and  pro- 
duced revolutionary re- 
sults. “A teacher,” he wrote, 
“is always involuntarily moved 
to choose a method of teach- 
ing most convenient for him. 
The more convenient it is for 
him the more difficult it is 
for his pupils. The only true 
method of teaching is the one 
that satisfies the pupils.” 


The need for raising the liv- 
ing standards of the peasants 
also weighed on his mind. 
He read Henry George’s 
“Progress.and Poverty” and 


it made a deep imprcssion on 
his mind. 


The account here given of 
the measures adopted by the 
reactionary zarist govern- 
ment to suppress the Tolstoy- 
an movement makes somber 
and depressing reading. Cen- 
sorship banned his works. 
Persecution disposed of his 
followers. 


When famine struck Tolstoy 
did more than organize soup 
kitchens. He tried to get at 
the basic cause for the fre- 
quent recurrence of famines 
in Russia. His finger pointed 
straight at the government— 
and the government intervened 
not only to suppress the crit- 
icism which it could not tol- 
érate, but even to stop the 
distribution of relief to the 
starving peasants. 

Because he was a heretic as 
well as a free thinker and 
critic, drawing his Christian 


; 


faith, not from the Church as 


he was supposed to do, but 
straight from the New Testa- 
ment, he was excommunicated, 
by public decree of the Holy 
Synod on Feb. 22, 1901. 

Two of the most significant 
passages in the book are the 
following:

ERE are three books, all 
H « which leave you with 

a dark brown taste, and 
a feeling that if this is con- 
temporary living as our intel- 
ligent and entérprising novel- 
ists see it, why do they bother 
writing about it?

The charac- 
ters wander around in a sort 
of subterranean atmosphere—

They are animated characters 
in a cartoon strip which could 
be called The Age of Futility 
—more futile than animated. 


In “Holiday,” a doctor, 42 
years old, leaves his wife who 
is faithless, his career which 
bores him, and goes to Siano 
because once when a captain 
in the Medical Corps, he had 
been there and he remembers 
it. as being beautiful and 
peaceful. In Siano he finds 
a new love, a new betrayal, 
fresh ruin, and—though this 
is understatement—no peace. 
And again theage-old ques- 
tion: “Can any of us escape 
from the world within our- 
selves that we have created?” 
is answered, and the answer 
as usual is No. ,

idea. He has found that he 
can do his important work in 
the world better if he has a 
long rest produced by drugs,

Quinn found a 
sketchy ensemble of players 
from the defunct St. Louis 
Federal League club fowned 
by Ball) and from the old 
Browns, purchased by Ball 
from Robert Lee Hedges. 

There were some good play- 
ers among them, one of whom 
was destined in five years to 
become one of the greatest 


stars of all time——George Sis- 
ee But also the team 
lacked some very important 
cogs. 

Quinn was an old- -fashioned 
baseball man. He under- 
stood ball players- -and also 
club owners. And he 
talked the language of both. 
; He began to pick up 
players at bargain counter 


prices—the great shortstop 


Wally Gerber was one of 
them. 

Year by year the club 
gained power. The sév- 


enth place outfit he had taken 
over began to climb to fifth 
place (twice), to fourth, to 
third and finally to a heart- 
breaking bid for the pennant 
in 1922, with what probably 
was the greatest team de- 
veloped in any year of the 52 
seasons the Browns existed as

UST a year after he had de- 
fteated 


Jim Braddock for 
the heavyweight champion- 
ship of the world, Joe Louis 
climbed into the ring in Yan- 
kee Stadium, New York. for 
his revenge bout with Max 
Schmeling of Germany, who 
had knocked out Louts two 
years previously almost to the 
night. 

As television spectators who 
Witnessed the match revived 
over KSD-TV Friday night 
saw, Louis turned loose one of 
the most vicious attacks ever 
seen in a prize ring. 

The quick ending, 2 min- 
utes, 4 seconds, did not make 
this the shortest heavyweight 
title match. The record for the 
quickest ending belongs to 
Tommy Burns (Noah Brusso) 
who on St. Patrick’s day, 1908, 
kayoed Irish Jem Roche in 1 
minute, 27 seconds of the 
first round to defend the title 
Burns had won when he de- 
feated Marvin Hart to succeed 
Jim Jeffries as heavyweight 
champion, 

If he failed to gain. the 
quickest kayo, Louis, however, 
scored one of his most dra- 
matic victories and one which 
was sweeter to him than any 
of the numerous triumphs he 
had previously gained. 

For it was Schmeling who 
had put the one blot on Joe's 
record when -the German 
knocked out the Brown Bomb- 
er, also in Yankee Stadium 
in June 1936. Then Schmeling 
kavoed Louis in 12 rounds of 
bitter fighting. 

In the two years between 
there was much bickering and 
court battling over whether 
Schmeling or Louis should get 
the chance at Braddock. 


Backed by Promoter Mike 
Jacobs and his legal advisers, 
Ways and means were found 
to get around the German 
and give Louis the chance. He 
knocked out Braddock in‘ the 
eighth round in Chicago on 


June 22, 1937, to win the 
title.

Hard Upward Climb 
Of Top Shoe Stylist

NEW YORK, March 13. 


HEN former St. Louisan Elinor Bohle, one of the 
nation’s top designers of women’s shoes, was attending 
Washington University, she planned to become a dress 
designer. A friend of her family, however, talked her into 
changing her mind by tell- 
ing her glowing stories of 
the glamorous life led by 
women in the shoe indus- 
try. 

“The idea was that since 
the female of the species 
was something of a rarity 
in the industry, the few 
women who made shoes 
their business were just 
naturally treated like 
queens on a_ throne,” 
Elinor recalls. “Unfortun- 
ately, the idea didn’t hold 
water. Nobody treated me 
like a queen and I worked 
like a dog.”

“I knew that the free lance designer was 
going to have rough going with a war on,” Elinor 
said, “so I decided I’d better get a job with a big 
company, one making army boots and sturdy stuff. 
So I went to work for the Brown Shoe Co. and 
there I got some more valuable experience that 
came in handy later on. Among other things I 
learned to be cost-conscious.”

SHORTLY AFTER .THE WAR, Elinor and her husband, 
Edgar H. Bohle, who had been a junior trust officer with 
the Boatmen’s National Bank in St. Louis and who is now 
a market research epecialist with a New York chemical 
company, decided ton their home in Manhatéinj With 
her designing ability and knowledge of the shee-industry, 
it wasn’t too hard for her to break into the New York ranks 
of shoe designers, For the past six years, she has been a 
designer for Andrew Geller, Inc. How well she has suc- 
ceeded was emphasized recently when Vogue magazine 
named her as one of the 11 American shoe designers whose 
shoes make news. 

In the days when Elinor broke into the designing field 
back in St. Louis, the stylist’s job was a lot different from 
what it is now. 

“There was a time in our industry,” she explained, 
“when two lines of shoes were designed and sold each year; 
one in spring and one in fall. Each line was developed in 
a leisurely fasiion antl each was distinct from those before 
and after it. Yoday the designer for every high-style manu- 
facturer in the country juggles at least two lines at a time. 
There are several months during the year when the de- 
signer is much more likely to be working on three simul- 
taneously. We now have eight distinct lines each year 
instead of two—resort, early spring, late spring, summer, 
June-July, early fall, late fall and evening.”

@ HER SUCCESS as a shoe designer is the sort of thing 
eareer girls dream about. On an average of about twice 
a year she goes abroad to study the work of French and 
Italian designers, but she is quick to point out that she 
put in years of hard work before such trips entered the 
picture. She has been in the business 22 years. 

“And there’s more to designing shoes than just draw- 
ing a pretty picture of a shoe on a piece of paper,” she 
smiles. “A designer has to know factory and cost problems. 
She has to know what’s been done before. In fact she has 
to know just about everything there is to know about shoe 
business. I’d say that any young woman who has an idea 
that she wants to become a shoe designer ought to be pre- 
pared first to put in five years of routine work. By then 
she would have some idea of what the business is all about.” 
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Despite the demands of her job as stylist for 
one of the country’s best known high-style lines of 
shoes, she finds time to spend a day each week as 
‘a volunteer worker in the boys’ orthopedic ward 
at Bellevue hospital. She and her husband are 
both amateur camera fans and she is known among 
her friends as an accomplished cook. 

Her top specialty is fudge pie. Here’s the 
recipe: Sift one cup of sugar, then beat until soft 
one-half cup butter and mix butter with sugar 
until creamy; beat in two egg yolks and then melt 
over hot water two ounces of chocolate. Cool choco- 
late slightly and beat into butter mixture. Sift 
before measuring one-third cup bread flour, beat 
flour into butter mixture. Whip until stiff two egg 
whites and one-eighth teaspoon salt and fold into 
batter. Bake batter in greased eight-inch glass 
pie plate in slow oven, 325 degrees, for about 30 
minutes. Take out of oven as soon as toothpick 
stuck in pie will come out clean. If over-baked, 
pie will be a bit dry and less chewy. 
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@ ELINOR GIVES a good measure of credit for her shoe 
designing success to her early training in the shoe business 
in St. Louis. But she still marvels a bit over the way she 
turned to what she calls her “off-beat profession.” Right 
now, she is struggling with designs to fit a new trend. 

“There is a movement toward softer and softer shoes, 
shoes of glove weight, and it’s a trick to make these things 
fit,” she says. “And whether you believe it possible, new 
designs are going to be even more open than present 
styles.” 
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Secretary Dulles, Despite His 66 Years, Sets 
a Fast Pace in Flying About the World on 
Nation's Business — 90,000 Miles in 13 Months

WASHINGTON, March 13. 


BOARD a plane en route 
A the other day to Caracas, 

Venezuela, the crew pre- 
sented a distinguished traveler 
with a birthday cake. The trav- 
eler’s sixty-sixth birthday had 
actually been three days before, 
but it seemed fitting that he 
should be thus honored in mid- 
air. 


The traveler was John Foster 
Dulles, who, as Secretary of 
State, has been busv shattering 
diplomatic flying records. Never 
in the history of United States 
foreign relations has one secre- 
tary taken to the air so much 
to visit so many places in so 
short a time. 


‘For ‘months’ after President 
Eisehhower took over the Gov- 
ernment early last year, mutter- 
ing was heard that the new ad- 
ministration wasn't getting off 
the ground. Certainly this 
couldn’t be said of Dulles, for 
on Jan, 30, 1953, just seven days 
after he took his oath of office, 
hé flew away from Washington 
to dispense good will (and to 
garner jit for the United States) 
at points as far away from his 
desk as Rome, Paris, London, 
Bonn, The Hague, Brussels and 
Luxembourg. 


America's flying diplomat and 
top traveling salesman has been 
airborne on official business so 
frequently in the 13 months 
since then that his log records 
90,541 miles, the figure includ- 
ing the return mileage of his 
most recent excursion to the 
Inter-American conference at 
Caracas. 


Luckily, Dulles finds travel 
stimulating even though his trips 
have little in common with the 
globe-trotting of a tourist in 
search of exhilarating sights. 
The secretary's attachment to 
flying stems primarily from the 
United States’s expanding devel- 
opment as an influential mem- 
ber of the world’s squabbling 
family of nations, He could not 
conceivably carry out the world’s 
demands on his high office with- 
out the services of the flying 
machine,

A long airplane ride can be 
a tedious and tiring experience, 
but not for Dulles. To him the 
airplane is a place in which to 
work while getting someplace 
to do some more work. Picking 
up the Secretary's aerial itin- 
erary with his departure from 
the Berlin Big Four meeting on 
the night of Feb. 18, here's what 
happened: 


Dulles and his aides sprinted 
directly from the -home of the 
Russian high commissioner in 
East Berlin to the Tempelhof 
Airdrome where a Military Air 
Transpert Service (MATS) plane 
was waiting to bring the Amer- 
icans back from the exhausting 
conference. 
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HAT plane, incidentally, is 
T a duplicate of Eisenhower's 

craft, the Columbine, It was 
once known unofficially as the 
“Dew Drop,” when it was out- 
fitted in 1948 for the future use 
of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, whom 
the Air Force and a lot of other 
people erroneously selected as 
the man most likely to succeed 
in evicting Harry S. Truman 
from the White House. 


One of the plane’s compart- 
ments is equipped with a me- 
mento of the 1948 campaign, re- 
portedly presented by Truman 
while in a mischievous mood. It 
is an old-fashioned mustache 
cup. 

By 8 p.m., Berlin time, one 
hour after the Big Four confer- 
ence ended, Secretary Dulles 
and his entourage were air- 
borne for a typical transoceanic 
flight back to Washington. 

Take-offs on the Secretary's 
long trips are usually timed so 
that he can go to bed shortly 
afterwards. This helps avoid 


_ disorientation due to the pas- 


sage through various time zones. 
But on this trip Dulles still had 
work to do. 

He brought along James Bry- 


ant Conant, American high com-! 


missioner for Germany, and 
Walter C. Dowling, deputy high 
commissioner, for a quick check 
of reaction to conference devel- 
opments. They conferred ani- 
matedly for 250 miles and at 
Bonn Conant and Dowling and 
their wives deplaned to remain 
behind. 

Secretary Dulles stopped at 
Bonn for a private and top level 
conference with West Germany’s 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. At 
11:30 p.m., the Secretary emerged 
from this conference and en- 
tered his plane for a take-off 
and a wide sweep to the Azores 
where the party touched down 
at 4:30 a.m. The Secretary slept 
through this one-hour layover 
while attendants busily refueled 
and serviced the plane. The 
next hop took the Secretary and 
his party to Bermuda, where 
they touched down at Kindley 
Air Force hase at 1 p.m. 

There was a two-hour layover 
at Bermuda and with the water 
at a chill 57 degrees, Dulles an- 
nounced that he wanted to take 
a swim. Those in his party did 
not relish the idea of a chilly 
dip but decided that if the Sec- 
retary wanted to swim perhaps 
they had better join him. 

The Secretary's decision to

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take a dip was not based on sud- 
den whim. He likes to go swim- 
ming in whatever ocean he finds 
handy during stop-overs on his 
travels. It’s one of his favorite 
ways of relieving tension. On 
the way back from his Korean 
trip, for instance, he stopped 
at Midway Island for the same 
purpose and he has gone swim- 
ming from an island off Istan- 
bul, off the coast of North Africa 
and at other spots. During the 
Big Three meeting at Bermuda, 
Dulles and Anthony Eden, the 
British foreign minister, went 
swimming together daily. 


This time, on the way back 
from Berlin, the Secretary alter- 
nated between swimming and 
lying on the beach, shielded 
from the wind by a large um- 
brella. Later he visited the air 
base’s post exchange. 
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T 3 p.m. the big plane 
A roared away from Bermuda. 

In flight, Dulles did not 
spend his time day-dreaming 
or gazing at the landscape 
or lack of it. Businesslike 
almost to the point of brusque- 
ness, he had members of his 
staff assorting various types 
of unanswered communications 
which reached him at Berlin but 
which he did not have the time 
to answer. He spent most of 
that day dictating to his stenog- 
rapher. She still was trying to 
catch up with the correspond- 
ence when the party reached 
Washington at 6 p.m., E.S.T. It 
was Friday, Feb, 19. 


As the Secretary stepped from 
his plane carrying his bulging 
briefcase, he was ending a flight 
of 5300 miles. He had spent 2314 
hours in the air. And after a 
whirlwind week at his two-story

office In the State Department 
building he was off to Caracas. 


On board his plane, Dulles 
eats heartily, though there as 
elsewhere he is likely to skimp 
on lunch to hold his weight 
down. He usually gains weight 
on his trips, despite all efforts, 
because official dinners are like- 
ly to be heavy on starches, Also, 
on one of the planes he uses the 
food is cooked by Tommy Man- 
ville’s former chef, and Dulles 
finds the fare good, but rich. 


He is not a crochety eater, but 
enjoys cottage-cheese salad more 
often than some members of his 
party enjoy sharing it. On the 
flight from Berlin he dined on 
ox-tail soup, baked ham with 
pineapple dressing, parsley pota- 
toes and string beans, topped off 
with ice cream and coffee. 


Dulles takes a drink of rye 
whisky poured over ice—‘on the 
rocks”—every night before din- 
ner, on the plane as well as on 
land. The whisky must be Old 
Overholt. The plane is stocked 
with that brand, and by now so 
are most of the American em- 
bassies throughout the world. 


After dinner; Dulles dons his 
dressing gown and settles dowg 
in his cabin with stacks of pa- 
pers, telegrams and reports, but 
more especially with the three 
paper-backed, luridly decorated 
detective stories which he hab- 
itually carries in his briefcase. 


The Secretary's personal brief- 
case also contains-a pair of rub- 
bers, an extra set of spectacles, 
a quantity of yellow pads of pa- 
per, some special pencils he 
uses—neither too hard nor too 
soft—and some special erasers. 

It’s nearly always late when 
Dulles drops off to-sleep while 
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flying, but he seems to get along 
with less of it than most men 
of his age. In fact, he seems to 
resent sleep as a waste of time. 
He gets his training in keeping 
late hours through having to at- 
tend two or three embassy or 
other types of receptions when 
he is in Washington. 


Dulles takes no pills on the 
plane, either to induce sleep or 
guard against air sickness. He 
has a good stomach, and finds 
that reading one of his detec- 
tive novels for 10 or 15 minutes 
invariably puts him to sleep. 


On the plane and on land, 
Dulles sleeps on a special board 
which helps his back trouble. 
He also suffers occasionally 
from gout, but neither infirmity 
slows him down noticeably. 


The Secretary's foreign travel 
usually is by one of the MATS 
four-motored constellations 
which are fitted with couches, 
desks and sleeping accomoda- 
tions for 10 persons, but to go to 
Caracas, he used President Eis- 
enhowers plane, the Columbine. 
He prefers to take it whenever 
he can, although it is fitted out 
much like the other MATS 
planes. Dulles is especially fond 
of the President’s pilot, Lt. Col. 
William Draper, who is noted 
for making schedules to the slpit 
second and has been known to 
land the Columbine so skillfully 
that a napping Dulles was not 
awakened. 
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ULLES does not give himself 
time on his flights to become 

bored, He shows no ill ef- 
fects from the exacting schedule 
which carries him to faraway 
points. He keeps so busy he 
doesn't even have time to com- 
plain at being deprived of his 
hobbies, which like his clothes, 
are simple. His avocations in- 
clude bird watching, dish drying 
and baking Lake Ontario salmon 
trout in clay. 

At mechanieal delays — and 
there are few connected with 
the “Columbine” — Dulles is 
very patient. Once a motor 
failed when Dulles was three 


hours over the Pacific ocean. 


from Seattle; He did not awak- 
en until the plane was back at 
Seattle. Another time, in Ber- 
lin, snow on the wings delayed 
a start for several hours and 
Dulles was forced to sit in the 
airport. In Hawaii it was dis- 
covered that a passenger was 
, when the plane was 
out on the runway, and it had 
to taxi back to the hangar. Dul- 
les thought it a joke. 
At delays caused by people's

wilfullness, Dulles is less pa- 
tient. 


“I've just got to claim my 
right to get mad,” he says on 
such occasions. 

Dulles, who is not a believer 
in lost motion, dftligently 
doodles even as he thinks out an 
answer to some knotty problem 
of world import. He scrawls 
with his pencil on a pad of yel- 
low paper—both the pencils and 
the pads, incidentaly, being fur- 
nished by his old law firm of 
Sullivan and Cromwell in New 
York, and made especially for 
that firm. A _ security officer 
aboard his plane carefully re- 
covers all of the Secretary’s 
doodles at the end of a flight. 

Dulles’s alisences from Wash- 
ington do not constitute holi- 
days for his top advisers by 
any means. He often takes them 
along and keeps them busy at 
State Department chores, 
whether aloft or on the ground, 
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ITH him on the Berlin 
W sian, for example, were 

his counsel, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur I], Assistant Secretaries 
Livingston T. Marchant and Carl 
W. McCardle, Robert R. Bowie, 
head of the policy planning 
staff of the Department; C. D. 
Jackson, since resigned as a 
White House consultant on for- 
eign policy; Henry Suydam, 
press officer, Roderic L. O’Con- 
nor, special assistant to the Sec. 
retary, and a security officer. 


O'Connor, a young former 
New York lawyer; a stenogra- 
pher and the security officer 
are the core of the Secretary's 
traveling entourage. 

One of the problems of travel, 
for a' Secretary of State, is to 
keep up with the work in Wash- 
ington. He is in constant touch 
with Washington. In Caracas, 
for instance, he was at the re- 
ceiving end of both coded cables 
and air pouches.

Famous King Ranch, 
Big Even for Texas 


.

fhe deer, author of the Possum Trot Farm 
column. @ regular feature of the Everyday Maga- 
sine, with his wife is on the last leg of a tour that 
has taken them to the South and Southwest. Fol- 
lowing is the second of two articles on the famous 
King Ranch. 


KINGSVILLE, Tex. 


ALF the fun of traveling is in meeting new people. On 
our tour of the King Ranch we were joined by an inter- 
esting young Swedish couple, Mary and Kaj Wessberg. 
They had left their three youngsters at home with their 
grandparents in Sweden, a 
month or so ago, had taken 
a boat for New York, and 
were now touring the 
United States, Mexico, 
Central and South Amer- 
ica by motorcycle. This 
seemed to us an ambitious 
project, since they carried 
all of their luggage with 
them and were camping 
along the way, wherever 
possible, to save expenses. 
Mary teaches school and 
Kaj is a farmer—and both 
are writers—and there is 
no doubt they were having 
a wonderful, if somewhat 
strenuous, experience. 
Their strongest impres- 
sions, I think, were of the 
size and abundance of 
everything American, 

We all met at the King Ranch office here in Kingsville 
and drove out to the Santa Gertrudis headquarters, which is 
itself a town of considerable size. This unit of the ranch 
embraces about a quarter-million acres, but so many of the 
activities are concentrated around the home buildings that 
it is possible to grasp something of the whole operation in 
a comparatively short time. In a circle drive of several 
miles, we saw small pastures of 800 to 1200 acres where 
the purebred herds are concentrated, or where groups of 
young bulls or heifers were grazing. 
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In addition to the Santa Gertrudis cattle— 
big, deep-red animals of excellent beef type—we 
saw other breeds such as Brahmans, Afrikanders 
and the wild English “Park cattle” which come 
from the moors and forests of the British Isles, 
are one of the oldest of all breeds of cattle and 
have never been tamed. They are so wild, in fact, 
that they have not developed the herd instinct. When 
they are moved for any reason, they cannot be 
driven, but must be individually run down by the 
Spanish cewboys, roped, thrown and loaded into 
trucks. 
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@ KING RANCH, big even for Texas, employs about 750 
men; many of them Spanish-American vaqueros now in the 
third generation on the ranch. As Bob Kleberg puts it, 
“We raise our own help.” The same thing is true, at least 
to some degree, of foremen and other ranch employes. At 
headquarters is a modern village of neat white ranch homes, 
with a model grade schoo] nearby. Youngsters on the Santa 
Gertrudis division come in to Kingsville for high school, 

_ but on the other @ivisions of the ranch where no towns of 
any size are nearby, King Ranch also maintains high schools 
for the children of its workers. In a small building near 
the village, we stopped to see an old, white-haired man 
carding white and brown wool, from which he spins the 
yarn to weave the magnificent “Running W” saddle blankets 
used by every rider on the ranch. 
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Among the interesting projects at King Ranch 
are vast programs of brush clearing and pasture 
improvement. The coastal soils, under the com- 
paratively low rainfall, are rich in minerals. Thin- 
boned breeds of cattle have difficulty here because 
they retain too much calcium in their bodies. On 
the other hand, the herds are fed some phosphorus 
on the range, which the ranch has found less ex- 
pensive and just about as effective as trying to fer- 
tilize their huge acreages. 
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@ THE PASTURES, consisting sometimes of 20,000 or 
more &cres, are kept conservatively stocked, while such im- 
proved grasses as the King Ranch bluestem are widely 
planted. Mesquite and other brush is cleared by big Cater- 
pillar tractors hitched together in gangs which cut the trees 
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off under the ground and pull them together in windrows 
for burning. We were impressed with the abundance of 
wildlife, even on the more or less cultivated acreage. Down 
at Rockport we'd driven miles to see a small flock of sand- 
hill cranes, which could be approached only after a long, 
tedious stalk through the brush in the “prairie breaks.” 
Here the big birds winter in hundreds on the high pas- 
tures, so tame they wouldn't even fly when we poked a 
camera through the fence to photograph them. 
Our visit wouldn't have been complete without seeing 
the paddocks and stables which house the big King Ranch 
string of quarter-horses that do the work out on the range 
and of race horses which have carried the ranch colors to 
victory on every major race track. We saw the famous 
studs, the pastures of brood mares with their colts, the 
bands of yearling fillies and colts, and the stable where the 
@urrent string of racing animals live the life of royalty. Yet 
despite all this, the impression we carried away with us 
was of a great cattle breeding establishment with the land, 
the numbers of livestock and the resources to do an amazing 
scientific job of turning out a new beef breed—the big, uni- 
form, hardy, fast-gaining Santa Gertrudis. We won’t be

PPERMOST in a parent’s 

feelings these days lies our 

concern over the ever-pres- 
ent problem of authority. We 
are eager to give our teen-ager 
enough responsibility but we 
fear giving him too much lee- 
way. We know he must develop 
Independence. And yet we fear 
that he may get out of hand and 
out of control. 

We have heard so much talk 
about the necessity for parents 
(and for teachers) to give adoles- 
cent children freedom that we 
often hesitate to step in. Then 
when we do step in to assume 
authority we are often afraid 
that what we are doing is wrong. 

Actually during most of his 
teens, this teen-ager of ours 
still needs us to rely on. He 
still needs our firmness to help 
him stand more firmly himself.

and demands are bound to enter 
in home, in school and in other 
groups where he finds himself. 

As in the days when he was 
little, three rules must still 
reign: 

This is important for health 
and safety. 

This is important to protect 
property. 

This is important because of 
law and order and social ac- 
ceptability. 

These are firm bases for 
standing firm. Actually, how- 
ever, they do not enter into too 


many of the issues that confront 


us. And this is fortunate be- 
cause when the burden of for- 
biddings, restrictions and de- 
mands overbalances the chances 
for independent action, a. child 
loses self-confidence. He either 
becomes afraid to act or he be- 
comes rebellious. 

On many more occasions an- 
other issue enters. When we 
step in with the authoritarian 
voice, we are frequently saying: 


‘This is important because it’s 


important to me! 

If we are altogether honest; 
a great many of the issues that 
arise are important actually for 
this reason and for this reason 
mainly. We parents want a thing 
done because WE feel that way 
about it. 


This does not mean that we 
should wave our desires aside. 
They're an essential part of the 

icture. They must be taken 
nto account. When we frankly 
consider our own feelings, we 
put ourselves in a much stronger 
position than when we claim 
that our feelings have little to 
do with what we ask 

Shades of our own childhood 
arise in us. Old prohibitions re- 
echo: “Don't be selfish or self- 
centered, Don’t think of your- 
self. Think of others.” In con- 
sequence we are seldom honest 
or free in declaring our wants. 

Instead we may rake up a 
high pile of grievances to justify 
our demands: “You never use 
your head,” you tell your child, 
“so I have to use mine for you.” 

*® * * 
E may heap up proof thata 
child is too young to know 
what to do. “So he needs 
us to tell him from the vantage 


point of our superior age and 


experience.” 

We keep pushing relatively 
unimportant reasons to the fore. 
And we think more of them 
simply because they make us ap- 
pear to be thinking less of our- 
selves. Obviously this is folly. 
A far more productive policy is 
to try to be honest. 

“You will have to make your 
bed before you leave for school 
in the morning. It gets under 
my skin to have it left undone 
all day.” 

This is a very different thing 
from saying. “Unless you learn 
to make your bed as you should 
you won't know how to take 
care of your own home properly 
when you get married.” | 

In the former, you are being 
more honest about your feel- 
ings. You are admitting that 
it’s for you you're asking. You’re 
not putting on an act that it’s 
for your child. 

He may still scold at you 
roundly. But basically he will 
love and respect you far more 
for being honest than he will 
if he senses any sham. 

In the long run, knowing 
that you are open and square 
with him wins co-operation to a 
far greater degree than many 
a more reasonable “reason” that 
is essentially less sincere.

Person?

OU don’t like that person, 

but you can’t quite describe 

your feelings. Obviously, he’s 
a queer one—doesn't act like 
other people. Not crazy, of 
course, just—in a word that’s 
being so over-worked nowadays 
—neurotic, But what does the 
word mean? Such a convenient, 
all-embracing term must have a 
definite meaning. Mrs. B. 
thought so, too: 


“A nurse intimated to me that 
a certain woman is neurotic. 
The small dictionary that I have 
does not explain the meaning of 
this word as fully’ as I would 
like. Would you kindly discuss 
this in your, column and tell us 
whether a tendency to be neu- 
rotic is inherited?” 


Every writer on the subject 
has a different definition, Mrs. 
B., and because of this, psychi- 
atrists such as Karl M,. Bowman 
have advised that the word be 
abandoned. It means so many 
different things that it means 

thing. If we try to get some 
idea of the general usage, how- 
ever, we will come up with the 
impression that it refers to a 
lack of personal adaptability and 
flexibility. 


a simple illustration. In child- 
hood you are likely to develop 
the feeling that the world is a 
hostile and dangerous place. 
You may try to meet danger 
in one of three ways: 


You may go toward people, 
saying in effect: “You won't 
hurt me because I’m so nice, 
and I love you.” 


You may go against peo- 
ple, saying in effect: “You 
won't hurt me because I’m so 
dangerous and I'll make a lot 
of trouble for you if you 
bother me.” 


You may go away from peo- 
ple, saying in effect: “You 
won’t hurt me because I'll run 
away and you can't get at 
me.”

THE WELL-BALANCED PER- 
SON will use all three of these 
techniques according to circum- 
stances. He will be selective, 
He will go toward, against, or 
away from people according to 
what kind of people they are. 
That’s common sense, isn’t it? 
In a word, it’s sanity. 


But some people lose this 
normal flexibility and depend 
on one of the three techniques 
only, using it regardless of 
whether it really fits the need. 
They go toward everybody — 
even toward people who are un- 
trustworthy and undeserving. 
More frequently, they are 
against everybody. They are

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always attacking or they run 
away from everybody, even 
those who could help them or 
love them. They don’t use any 
judgment. They are neurotic, 
we say. 
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“ This (which I owe to the 


late psychoanalyst Karen Hor- 
ney) is just one illustration of 
how the word “neurotic” is 
applied. It’s an easy one to 
understand. Other writers 
would give you quite different 
pictures, but underlying most 
of their definitions would be 
the idea of behavior that is 
habitually inappropriate.

1S A TENDENCY to such be- 
havior inherited? Offhand 


you'd say “No,” wouldn't you? 
The question is disputed hotly, 
but a great deal of recent re- 
search suggests a “Yes” answer. 
Some types of constitution or 
some inborn dispositions seem 
to make people more likely to 
get into a rut such as I have 
described.’ Then they find it 
hard to adjust themselves to 
changing circumstances. At 
worst, however, it is usually pos- 
sible to re-educate such people 
and train them to behave in a 
more normal way.

HEN the fiftieth anniversary of the St. Louis World's Fair 
W vous around next May, it will bring with it the fiftieth anni- 
versary of a number of things that came out of the fair, not 
the least of which is that great American institution, the ice 


cream cone, 


Its creation was completely accidental. 


Someone bought a 


waffle at a penny waffle stand, twisted it into a cornucopia and 


filled it with ice cream. 


Look what's happened since. 
Every year the American peo- 
ple alone consume roughly two 
and a half billion cones which, 
if laid end to end, would reach 
a mighty long way. The cone 
contributes its share toward the 
consumption, in this country of 
more than 62 billion gallons of 
ice.cream a year. 


Not only that, but the cone 
has spread over most of the 
world. Japan fell in love with 
the ice cream cone years ago. 
The French too are mad about 
ice cream cones, while Latin 
American countries, where the 
weather is conducive to the deli- 
cacy, have long had ‘their own 
factories. There is also evidence 
that cones are eaten in Russia. 
Among the many things that 
Russian buyers were dickéring 
for after the war was ice cream 
cone machinery. 


St. Louis was not only the 
birthplace of the cone, but it 
was here that the cone suffered 
its growing pains and emerged 
the giant it is today. St. Louis 
is still one of the largest pro- 
duction centers of ice cream 
cones in the world, and one of 
the few places where they still 
make the old fashioned cake 


cone, which is a modern and: 


mechanized version of the orig- 
inal waffle cone. 
_ a - 


HE largest manufacturef in 
T St. Louis is the Crispo Cone 

Co., which is affiliated with 
the Flare-Top-Eat-It-All Cone 
Co., which has branches in sev- 
eral cities, and manufactures 
more than 75 per cent of all the 
cones consumed in the United 
States and a lot consumed 
abroad. 

Head of the company here is 
J. S. Finke, a man who came 

up with ice cream cones, so to 
speak, and who sees the ro- 
mantic side of the story. Finke, 
who started as a truck driver 
with the firm, has long been in- 
terested in the origin and his- 
tory of the cone. After consid- 
erable research he has come to 
the conclusion, despite the 
claims of many, that the name 
of its originator is lost. 

Just two. years ago a man 
named Werd Worth Turnbull 
died in Chattanooga at the age 
of 80, claiming to have been 
the man who first put a cone 
under a scoop of ice cream. An- 
other claimant was a man named 
Earnest Hamwi, who died here 
in 1943. 

In the book “Famous First 
Facts” one finds the following: 

“Charles E. Menches, a young 
eral estate salesman, was in the 
habit of taking his girl friend 
flowers. He once brought her 
also an ice cream sandwich. 
Lacking a vase for the flowers, 
he took one layer of the sand- 
wich and rolled it onto the form 
of a cone to. serve as a vase. 
The remaining layer he also 
rolled similarly, with the result 
the ice cream cone was born.” 

Without meaning to cast any 
reflections on either the book or 
Mr. Menches, Finke scoffs at 
this explanation, the chief rea- 
son being that the waffles from 
which the cone was supposed to 
have been rolled,. were very 
crisp little affairs, and unless 
rolled within a minute or ‘o 
after being baked, simply 


wouldn’t roll at all, but would 


break into pieces. 

In those days, Finke points 
out, a staple tid-bit on the street 
and at fairs and parks, was the 
penny waffle. 

The waffle man had several 
waffle irons. on which he would 
bake the crisp delicacies, sprin- 
kle them with powdered sugar, 
and dispense them for a penny. 
The weight of. Finke's research 
indicates there were a lot of 
these at the World’s Fair, and 
that by: coincidence one of them 
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It was both convenient and delicious.

was right beside an ice cream 
wagon. 

Finke believes that some man, 
perchance a little tipsy, came 
along and bought a waffle. Then 
seeing the ice cream stand, he 
decided he wanted some ice 
cream too. Whereupon, by one 
of those unexplained impulses, 
he rolled the waffle into a cone 
and told the ice cream man to 
just put it right in there. The 
combination was highly pleas- 
ing. 

The idea spread, to pursue 
Finke’s theory, and soon a lot 
of people were coming around 
to get first a waffle, twist it into 
a cone and then have it filled 
with ice cream. The ice cream 
man and the waffle man were 
not chumps. They quickly saw 
the possibilities and combined 
forces, 

Soon, and here we pick up 


known facts, they were together 
and selling what they called ice 
cream cones. They even worked 
out a primitive production line. 
They made a board with a lot 
of holes in it. And as one man 
cooked the waffles on the waffle 
irons, the other quickly twisted 
them into a cone shape and 
thrust the small end into one of 
the holes; As fast as they cooled 
they turned crisp and retained 
their cone shape. The men did 
a land pffice business. But their 
names seem to be lost to pos- 
terity, 
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HE only thing Finke has been 
T able to learn is that they 

were both Greeks, and that 
they went from St. Louis to’ 
Portland, Ore., where they were 
said to have made a very good 
thing of selling the new-fangled

Hardly a month goes by, 
ever, that Finke: doesn't run 
across a new claimant. He 
doesn't know how any St. 
Louisans have told him that 
their father or grandfather was 
the man who first put ice cream 
in a waffle and invented the ice 
cream cone. 


It was in St. Louis that some 
one thought up the first gadget 
for more or less mass producing 
the cone. It was an iron affair 
similar to a muffin iron, except 
that the depressions were cone- 
shaped. The top iron had cone- 
shaped cores, A little batter was 
poured into each depression and 
then the cores inserted into the 

eam which forced the 
atter up to the top, thus baking 
a cone.

By 1908 St. Louis was supply- * 


ing virtually all the demand, 
There were dozens of cone man- 
ufacturers, all using the hand- 
baking method. But cone-making 
soon spread to the East, which 
after a time took the play away 
from St. Louis. One of the big- 
gest early companies here, 
formed some 36 years ago, was 
the Cake Cone Co. which, by a 
rather devious line of descent, 
was the parent company of the 
Crispo company of today, - 
There are now, Finke explains, 
two main types of cone. They 
are the old-fashioned rolled one, 
direct descendant of the waffle,

That’s about 3 cents each on 
the hoof. Sounded like they 
were cheaper than eggs. Didn't 
seem possible so I decided to 
quizzmaster the milkman. 

“How much are eggs via the 
dozen?” I asked him when he 
showed up at eight. ‘“Seventy- 
two cents,” he said. Which made 
it 6 cents each. 

I told him about the baby 
chicks and asked how it was 
that an egg was worth twice as 


much. He said, “You've got to 
feed | the chick. The egg feeds 
you.”

Also, I learned that out of 100 
chicks you are going to lose a 
lot of them. With that kind of 
{ngomnia information you are 
better off sleeping. 
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YOU HEAR strange commer- 
cials between the twitching hour 
of midnight and the dawn’s grue- 
some light. In addition to baby 
chicks you have your choice of 
foundation plantings, ear trump- 
ets, portable tombstones, revers- 
ible hats, independent fish 
hatcheries, and a gimmick that 
will tune out the kind of com- 
mercials you're listening to. 

It always puzzled me why 
firms advertise their merchan- 
dise after midnight. Who's 
awake at that time? People on, 
mountain tops who don't come 
down until the snow melts in 
April, sailors on lightships off 
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Sandy Hook, a man washing 
windows from the inside of City 
Hall, a fellow tapping carwheels 
at Union Station, probably an 
astronomer or two and me. 


* Now, I haven't the slightest 
intention of buying baby chicks, 
a zither, a prefabricated row- 
boat or two dozen Chinese lan- 
terns. I'm strictly a window- 
shopper and I don’t want the 
salesman to be way off in the 
Carolinas or out northwest in 
Vancouver. If it was a walkie- 
talkie arrangement you might 
get a chance to complain. 


But I guess those nocturnal 
merchant princes must sell their 
stuff or they wouldn't keep 
plugging. One thing I want to 
say is they sure extend you long- 
term credit. Ygu don’t have to 
pay for anything until the mail- 
man hands it to you, 
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and the cake cone which {fs 
baked in a mold. The rolled 
cone is still baked on waffle 
irons and rolled, except that it 
is all done by machinery now, 
In the larger plants, that is. 
There are some small plants 
which still snatch them off the 
irons and roll them quickly by 
hand. 

At the Crispo plant they use 
a machine which was thought up 
by Finke. A series of 72 flat 
waffle irons, looking something 
like the waffle iron you use at 
home, are attached to a circular 
belt. As they come around, the 
top is automatically raised and 
a little spout pours therein the 
right amount of batter. Then 
the lid goes down and the irons 
travel through an. oven which 
bakes the waffles to a brown 
and near-crisp state in a minute 
or so. And here is where the 
tricky part of the machine comes 
in. As the irons emerge, the lids 
are raised automatically and the 
waffle sticks to the top part of 
the iron, They pass another part 
of the machine where cone- 


shaped molds with an open side” 


with a sharp edge comes in con- 
tact. The knife edge scoops 
them off the iron and into the 
cone-shaped mold where they 
quickly become crisp and are 
pushed off onto a moving belt 
which carries them away to be 
crated. 
i ae 

HERE is an interval of about 
T ‘our seconds in which the 

waffles are pliable enough to 
bend without breaking, which is 
why Finke scouts the idea of 
anyone having bent one into a 
cone after having carried it to 
his sweetheart’s house with cold 
ice cream on it, 

The cake type cone js made 
in a machine which looks like 
a miniature ferris wheel. It is 
an adaptation of the first cone 
baking irons, except that there 
are many such irons placed like 
the seats ‘on a ferris wheel, 
When they come to the bottom 
they open and are filled. Then 
the cone shaped cores are low- 
ered into the molds as they 
move around the wheel. Then 
they pass jets of gas flame, and 
by the time they have completed 
the revolution they are baked 
and discharged onto a moving 
belt to be boxed. 

There is no mystery about the 
ingredients of a cone. The secret 
lies in the proportions. The bat- 
ter is made of pie crust flour 
(Idaho soft wheat flour is best), 
Sugar, corn starch or tapioca, 
shortening, non-fat milk powder 
and honey. The batter is made 
up in 500-pound batches. 

There are four machines at 
the plant, turning out cake fype 
cones 24 hours a day. The ma- 
chine: which makes the waffle 
cones operates only enough to 
supply the demand, which isn't 
great. The cake cone machines 
turn out about 150,000 cones 
each every 24 hours, winter and 
summer. 

The plant averages more than 
3,000,000 cones a week, and the 
14 companies with which it is 
affiliated turn out more than 
50,000,000 a week. 

“There are times,” Finke ad- 
mits, “when I go out in the 
warehouse and see hundreds of 
thousands of cones in cases 
stacked to the ceiling, and then 
watch the machines relentlessly 
turning out thousands of cones 
an hour, I get a little panicky. I 
think to myself, “My gosh, I 
don't dare make another cone!’ 

“But people keep eating them 
up as fast as we can make them 
and the supply never more than 
catches up with the demand. I 
sometimes wonder,” he _ re- 
flected, “who does eat them all.” 

In the meantime, ‘the cone 
business is looking around for 
new fields to invade. Already 
they are experimenting with a 
heat and moisture resistant cone 
in which to serve chili con carne. 
From there, of course, it's just 
a step to potatoes and gravy.

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UERTO RICAN AUTHORITIES staged a general roundup of Na- 
p tionalist party leaders onthe island last weekend, as an after- 
math of the shooting by Nationalists of five United States 
Congressmen in Washington. Among more than 40 mem- 
bers arrested were Pedro Albizu Campos, party chief, and four of 
his aids. The five were captured at Albizu Campos’ apartment in 
San Juan, after a two-hour battle with police in which they re- 
sisted arrest with guns and homemade bombs. They were finally 
subdued With tear gas. 

The police also arrested a number of Communists in the series 
of raids throughout the island. None of the other arrests was ac- 
companied by violence. The Nationalists and Communists arrested 
were held, under $25,000 bond each, on suspicion of subversion. 
Albizu Campos was charged with violating a pardon from a 54- 

ear prison sentence he received following a revolt he led in 1950. 
The pardon was summarily revoked and he was returned to prison.

Nationalist Leader Resists Arrest, Taken After Siege 


Those arrested with Albizu Campos were his bodyguard, Jose 
Rivera Sotomayor, and three women. One of the women was 
Doris Torresola, a party secretary and a sister of Griselio Torresola, 
who was killed by Secret Service police when the Nationalists 
tried to assassinate President Truman in Washington in 1950. The 
other two were Carmen Perez and Isabel Rosado. Later Puerto 
Rican police picked up another sister of Torresola. 

In the United States last week more than 100 Puerto Ricans in 
New York and Chicago were served with subpenas for questioning 
by grand juries investigating Nationalist activities in those cities. 

The four Puerto Ricans charged with the shoo in the House 
of Representatives, were residents of New York. ey admitted 
membership in the Nationalist party, a group, said to have only 
about 500 members on the island, which seeks immediate and 
complete independence for Puerto Rico. The island now is a self- 
governing American commonwealth.

ORNED BEEF DERIVED its name from the 
original method of preserving the beef 
in a coarse dry salt known as corns of 

salt. The present method is to preserve it in 
brine to which several other ingredients are 
added. While the curing process requires 
time, Mrs. Carl Stockstrom of Kimmswick, Mis- 
souri, prefers home-cured corned beef because 
she considers the flavor is then more uniform 
and the shrinkage in cooking is reduced. With 
the home-cured beef she prepares a dish that 
includes not merely the traditional cabbage 
but other vegetables. 

To home-cure the corned beef, Mrs. Stock- 
strom first packs five -to-six-pound pieces of 
beef in a large earthenware crock with layers 
of salt on the bottom, between the pieces, and 


The corned beef, after it has cured for 10 days i in ‘the crock, 
is ready for cooking. What is not needed immediately may 


be kept in the brine for as long as two months. 


In that case, 


some of the salt must be removed by soaking in fresh water.

two pounds of salt to a gallon of water. Brine 
is strained through cloth and allowed to staid 
overnight. It is then poured over the packed 
meat, additional water being added so meat 
is completely covered. A small board is laid 
on top the meat and weighted or wedged in 
place to hold thé meat down. The meat is 
kept at a temperature of about 40 degrees 
while curing, and in about five days should 
be repacked to reverse the position of pieces. 
Meat requires about 10 days to cure. 

Mrs. Stockstrom prepares corned beef by 
cooking a six-pound piece slowly, in water to 
cover, for three to four hours. She cooks two

Let Me Tell You 
about My Dream

DREAMER FREUCHEN: he tells you what he saw .. . 


MYSTIC, Conn. 

PETER FREUCHEN, the old-time ex- 
plorer, have just had a dream. 

Of course, it’s just a dream. It 

? couldn't possibly happen. But let 

me tell you about it, anyhow. Let me 

tell you, because in a few weeks now I'm 

going back to the Far North. 

In my dream I saw the Arctic stillness 
that I loye shattered by an explosion. 

It was not an atomic explosion: it was 
the explosion of civilization against the 
wilderness. 

it was. the explosion of men, women 
and children—like you and your family 
—against the last frontier. 

It was the explosion of our white man’s 
culture against the most innocent and 
happiest people I have ever known—the 
Eskimos., 

in my dream I saw polar bears retreat- 
ing in Greenland, farther and farther 
north. I saw birds fleeing from man’s 
smoke, and oil and soot. I saw Green- 
land’s white whales heading out to sea, 
and the Eskimos themselves retreating 
—always northward. 

I saw factories, and railroads, and 
automobiles, where only a few seasons 
ago explorers trod behind sleds. 

I saw you, and your family, pouring 
over travel folders. I heard you say to 
your children: “This time we're going 
to take a new kind of vacation. We’re 
going to a hotel in Baffin Land; or a 
ski resort on Elismere Island; or a lodge 
in Greenland where there will be tele- 
vision.” 

I heard you say: 

“Pack quickly. We'll take a 9 a.m. 
plane. You'll be on a Greenland glacier 
before supper. And we're going to fly 
from there to a little hotel, floating on 
the ice, right at the North Pole.” 


* Peter Freuchen, one of the greatest Arctic 
explorers, now lives at Mystic, Conn. He has 
recently written an exciting story of his ad- 
venturous life: “Vagrant Viking” (published 
by Julian Messner, Inc., New York). 


Remember, all this was a dream. 
Yet, remember these things, too: 
» The reason I am going back to the 
Arctic this Spring is to help plan a huge 
fish factory. 
» The polar bears are retreating. At 
Greenland’s Thule (which I named in 
1910) there are no bears any more. 
There are 7,000 soldiers, and a great air 
base. 
> I have seen birds by the thousands die 
in the floating oil from ships newly- 
come to the Arctic. This is happening in 
other places besides Greenland’s once- 
lonely Thule. 
pThere is a railroad pushing north in 
Laborador. 
» Soon Scandinavian Airways will be 
flying you across the Arctic to Europe— 
and landing near the top of the world. 
> As the Arctic waters grow warmer, 
more ships are plying the Greenland

Once Warren Hamilton's story might have seemed 
commonplace. But not today. 

All over the country teenagers are making increas- 
ingly gruesome headlines. Take these samples from 
just one week in 1954. 

The New York World Telegram & Sun: “Teen 
Tough Killed In Broadway Holdup.” The El Paso 
Times: “Arrest Of Teenage Ring Solves 100 Theft

Cases.” And a story datelined Des Moines, lowa: 
“Garry Browning, 14, today admitted that he shot 
and killed the 8-year-old boy he was baby sitting with 
last night...” 

These are tragic facts which cannot be overlooked. 
Even the U.S. Senate has felt called upon to create 
a special committee to deal with them (PARADE, 
Nov. 8, 1953). 

But there is fortunately another side to the story 
of teenagers in America. That's why PARADE sent 
me to talk to Warren Hamilton and why, in the coming 
year, I shall be talking to other boys and girls. who, 
like him, are taking part in the great revival of religious 
interest which is sweeping the country from Maine to 
California. ‘ 

This revival shows up dramatically in figures. 

The National Council of Churches of Christ in the 
U.S.A. reports Sunday School enrollments reached 
a new high of 32,638,879 in 1953—an increase of 
nearly 2,000,000 in one year. 

The National Social Welfare Assembly cites the 
results of a poll showing that 81 per cent of young 
American adults (18-30) belong to a church. 

And a survey in Schenectady, N.Y., revealed that 


teenagers enjoy going to church as much as watching 
television, swimming, seeing a movie or listening to 
the radio, according to the National Recreation As- 
sociation. 

These reports raise two intriguing questions: (1) 
why are young people turning to the church; and. (2) 
what does this mean to them and to America? 

The story of Warren Hamilton, president of the 
Youth Fellowship at West Hartford Methodist Church, 
helps to answer these questions in terms of one human 
being. 

“Why,” I asked Warren, “do you go to church?” 

“Up until a couple of years ago, | just went because 
I was brought to church,” he said frankly. “I often used 
to pretend | was sick, so that I wouldn't have to go.” 

Warren comes from a church-going family. His 
father, John H. Hamilton, is the church’s lay leader: 
his grandfather, the Rev. John J. Hamilton, was once 
pastor of the church. 

But Warren is not just “brought” to church now. 
Almost all the hours he can spare from school and 
his after-school job at a grocery store are devoted 
to church activity. Whai happened? 

“One night I went to a Billy Graham (the famous 


evangelist) movie, ‘Mr. Texas.’ After the show, they 
asked people who felt moved to come forward and 
dedicate their lives. I can't tell you exactly what hap- 
pened to me, but | went forward,” Warren explains. 
“Ever since I've felt different. Now I go to church 
because I believe in God and in Jesus Christ, and | 
feel it is my duty.” 


‘We Have Fun’ 


UTY ISN'T THE only reason, however, that Warren 
1D likes church. 

“We have a lot of fun,” he says. “Our Youth 
Fellowship has dances and parties. We play basket- 
ball and go skating and have week end ,outings at a 
camp on a lake near here. | met my girl friend, Shirley 
Andrews, in church.” 

Though Warren can't tell you precisely why he 
was so moved by Billy Graham's message, it may 
well be that the message filled a need which is rec- 
ognized by the country’s top churchmen. 

PARADE asked these men why youth is going to 
church in droves. Here’s what they said. 

Bishop William C. Martin, of Dallas, Tex., presi- 


dent of the Council of Bishops of the Methodist 
Church and president of the National Council ot 
Churches: 

“I believe the more thoughtful American young 
people, sobered perhaps by war and the Communist 
threat, have come to a realization that there is no 
answer to the complicated problems confronting 
their world unless the values for which the church 
stands become predominant.” 

Dr. Nelson Glueck, president of Hebrew Union 
Theological Seminary, Cincinnati, O.: “Young people 
who have grown up in the world of turmoil are 
tired of being spiritual nomads. They need and are 
finding rooting in the beneficient soil of understand- 
ing faith in God.” 

The Rt. Rev. Henry K. Sherrill, presiding Bishop 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States: “I believe the principal reason for the revival 
is the tragic condition of the world in which we live 
and the realization on the part of many people that 
life is not possible without God.” 

Perhaps more difficult to measure than the “why” 
of this phenomenal religious revival is the meaning 
it holds for all Americans. Continued on page 10

ELIGIOUS FAITH strikes deeply into an 
individual. It affects not only how he 
thinks but how he acts, as in the case 
of Warren Hamilton. 

The fact that Warren didn’t go along with 
the boys on their drinking and vandalism 
sprees was part of a pattern. “I think you 
have to live in such a way that your life will 
be a good example to others,” he says. 

Warren doesn't feel that his attitude makes 

‘him any less popular. Speaking of the other 
boys, he says, “We're still friends.” 

Church going, in fact, is common among 
his friends. “I go to a small high school in 
Newington, the town next to West Hart- 
ford. I think most of the kids are active in 
church,” says Warren. “Take my best friend 
—he’s in the Catholic Youth Organization.” 

Warren's chances of being trapped in 
situations that lead to delinquency have obvi- 
ously been reduced by his beliefs and his 
church activity. And in this respect, he is 
typical of the U.S.’s churchgoing young 
people. 

Stemming the rising tide of delinquency is,

in fact, one of the main objectives of groups 
like the Catholic Youth Organization. 

The Rev. Harold S. Engel, Archdiocesan 
Director of the CYO in New York, says: 

“For the, most part, juvenile delinquency 
is the expression in an anti-social form of 
youngsters’ unmet individual and social 
needs. The CYO in its four-fold leisure time 
program tries to give youngsters practice and 
guidance in behaving as responsible individ- 
uals in a community group. Their individual 
security is based on their religious belief: 
their social behavior on their recognition of 
their responsibility as members of the com- 
munity.” 

And the youth counselor at Warren Ham- 
ilton’s church, George Meier, who is also 
director of the boys’ work at the Hartford 
Young Men’s Christian Association, says: 
“Churchgoing :young people definitely get 
into less trouble.” 

But religion is more than a matter of 
“don'ts” for Warren. He is even thinking of 
becoming a missionary. Meanwhile, he be- 
lieves in sharing his faith. 

“Not long ago, Shirley and I went out and 
called on 10 people who didn't belong to any 
church,” he reports. “Only three of them 
were young people; the rest were adults. All 
of them made commitments to become 
Christians. It was really thrilling work.” 


Challenge to Churches 


7 TT FACT THAT there are young people 


like Warren Hamilton all over America 
is a hopeful sign. It is also a challenge 
to our churches. 

As Dr. Glueck explains: “Religion, like 
freedom and deep understanding, is some- 
thing that has to be gained and regained. 

“The present gain, from a narrow point 
of view of western or American civilization 
is a significant and durable one. The strength 


‘of America depends on our increasing under- 


standing of those principles which animated 
the Pilgrim fathers. 

“As long as we adhere to that understand- 
ing, the voice of America will always be - 
voice of freedom.”

GEN. CURTIS E LEMAY: 


His Men Call Him 


‘Old lron Pants’

GEN. LEMAY: He has no time to waste on idle 
chatter or the banquet-and-cocktail circuit. 


They say it with respect for the hard-driving chief of our aerial counter-punch 


LAST MONTH, Gen. Nathan F. Twining, Chief of 
Staff, U.S. Air Force, sized up the nation's air de- 
fenses for PARADE readers. Now PARADE presents 
a close-up of the Air Force general—Curtis E. LeMay 
—whose job is to strike back if we're attacked. 
—The Editors. 


OMAHA, Neb. 
EN. Curtis EMERSON LeMay probably never 
will be summoned to sit down at world 
peace conferences. 
For one thing, he’s no diplomat. For 
another, he’s too busy’ getting ready for 
what might happen if peace conferences fail. 

‘It’s too bad, in a way, that he won't have a chance 
to negotiate. His presence would chase away the 
aggressive notions of potential enemies. 

For Gen. LeMay is American “toughness” and 
“preparedness” in person. 

if an enemy attack strikes the United States, it will 
be the job of 48-year-old, pipe-smoking Gen. LeMay 
to see that America strikes back—and hard. 

Under his wing are 1,100 planes and 60,000 men 
of the Strategic Air Command, poised and ready to 
jump off with an atomic bomb load the moment war 
Starts. 

And he’s as tough as his job. 

But every man at Offutt Air Force Base here re- 
spects him—with the deep-seated respect reserved for 
a genius who knows his business and brooks no fool- 
ishness about getting his job done. 

They call him “Old Iron Pants” and “The Slave 
Driver” — but they say it with Ls as One flier 
cracked: 

“All he asks is 110 per cent of your time and talent.” 

And why not? Gen. LeMay himself gives at least 
that much of both to the SAC. He moved into his 
second-floor headquarters here seven years ago, and 
hasn't had more than a week off since. 

Even his trips are strictly business. He spent 10 
days in Florida recently, but not to sun himself. He 
was learning*to fly the B-45, a new Air Force jet 
bomber. 

Gen. LeMay can fly any plane under his command. 
And he means it when he says he'll be in the first 
plane on the first wartime bombing mission. 

His men know that he won't ask them to do any- 
thing he wouldn't—or couldn't—do himself. 

And although he drives his men constantly, he wor- 
ries about whether they're comfortable and contented. 
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When he came to Offutt, he rejected the old brick 
barracks and ordered a new type of “luxury” barracks 


_ providing the utmost in privacy and comfort. 


He appealed to the citizeris of Omaha to help outfit 
the new resort-like buildings with the last word in 
recreational equipment. 

When Gen. LeMay, a sports car enthusiast, threw 
open the Offutt runways to sports cars one day a year, 
the airmen grumbled that they worked overtime to 
whip the field into shape. 

But when the profits from Sports Car Day bought 
TV sets, athletic equipment and new furniture, the 
muttering died away. 

These three faces—the man devoted to his job, the 
perfectionist, the general worried about his men’s com- 
fort—fall into place when you hear Gen. LeMay’s 
solemn views of SAC’s role in defense of the United 
States. 

“We have to keep looking over our shoulders for 
fear someone ts going to belt us one,” he says. “We 
have to be ready to go any time the buzzer sounds.” 

Since the SAC is the nation’s counter-punch, its 
men must be trained until they’re razor-sharp. And 
if they're dissatisfied, they won't be efficient. 


He Relaxes ... Sometimes 


ND THERE can be no siip-ups in strategy. Gen. 
LeMay must see to that. It’s a job he works at 


around the clock, every day all year. 

But doesn't the General ever relax? 

Certainly. But his idea of relaxation is not the 
cocktail party-and-banquet circuit. He takes the atti- 
tude that the Air Force can make him attend, but 
they can't make him like it. 

He’s strictly a two-drink and little-conversation 
man. If someone next to him seems to babble on end- 
lessly, Gen. LeMay will simply cut him off. 

And while he avoids “chatty” women, he goes home 
to a wife, Helen, who is a gifted conversationalist. 
They have a 15-year-old daughter, Jane—probably the 
only person in Nebraska who can talk back to a four- 
star general. : 

Gen. LeMay likes stag parties. He's a bug on hunt- 
ing and fishing and likes to get away with the boys 
for a couple of days at a time. 

“It takes a day or two for him to loosen up,” one 
friend said. “But once he does, he’s a wonderful com- 
panion. He's an excellent shot, a good fisherman, and 
an all-around good guy.” 


It's also whispered about that he can tell some 
pretty good stories at poker parties. 

And he’s learned the value of hobbies. When he 
was heading the airlift to Berlin, he was a ham radio 
enthusiast, and he encouraged Germans to try it. 

He had a reason: Ham radio operators would be 
invaluable if war broke out. 

Now his sports car occupies what spare time he 
has. The General keeps a pair of coveralls handy, slips 
them on over his four stars, and crawls under the car 
to make adjustments any time he gets a chance. 

Once, while he was wearing coveralls with a pri- 
vate first class stripe, a technical sergeant came by 
and told him: 

“No wonder you can't make better than PFC, the 
way you handle tools.” 

A moment later, Gen. LeMay emerged from the 
coveralls and the sergeant left—hastily. 

A native of Columbus, O., he attended Ohio State 
University and entered the Army through the ROTC 
after failing to win a West Point appointment. 

No sooner had he become a pilot than he learned 
to handle a sextant and double as a navigator . 

He has climbed fast since his days on the Ohio 
State campus. At 38, he bossed the Marianas-based 
bombers lacing the Japanese homeland. 

Gen.LeMay likes important people. “Anyone who 
has reached the top of his field is interesting to Curt,” 
one of his friends declared. 

One of his close pals is TV and radio’s Arthur 
Godfrey. When Godfrey visited Offutt recently, be 
and Gen. LeMay toured the entire base.

Those crimes were committed when Ed was just a kid. He 
went to jail for rape when he was 15. He says it was a phony 
charge, and I believe him. 

But even if it wasn’t, something that happened so long ago 
wouldn't make any difference. Not when a man has changed as 
much in the meantime as Ed Lawson—or Alex Bryant—has. 

Let me give you an example. We've had some mighty rough 
spots in our marriage. Once, we were completely broke and starv- 
ing—Ed, our little daughter, and I. 

For six days, Ed and I ate peanut butter and crackers and 
water. We had milk for the baby. 
> In a tight pinch like that, you'd think that a former convict 
would be tempted to try robbery again.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fia. 
IGGEST question mark im baseball this spring is a young 
man by the name of Mickey Mantle. 
Why should there be doubt about the future of the 
Yankee outfielder who slammed two game-winning 
homers in last year’s World Series? 

The obvious answer, of course, would be the Knee injury 
which caused Mantle to undergo a minor pre-season Operation. 
It probably will slow him down until late May. 

But it isn’t the injury alone that worries Mantle’s boss, 
Yankee Manager any Stengel. It's something far tougher to 
cure. 

Perhaps the best way to describe Mantle’s trouble is to recall 
last year’s famous bubble gum incident. 

An alert photographer noticed that Mantle had picked up 
the habit of blowing bubbles with his bubble gum while patrol- 
ling center field. 

So he trained a long-range camera on Mantle and caught 


- him in the act. The photo hit almost every sports page in the 


country. 
Stengel was raging when he reached the Stadium the next 
day. He crooked an angry finger at Mantle. 
>» “Hey, you,” he shouted. “Come in here.” 
Mickey entered Stengel’s office and the angry tones pene- 
trated the door. Mickey stopped in the doorway as he left. 
“Fm sorry, Case,” he said sheepishly. “/ won't do it again.” 
Yet he was still blowing bubbles that same afternoon. It 
was a symbol of what's wrong with Mickey Mantle. 
Sometimes he just doesn’t keep his mind on business. 
Mantle hasn't the. fierce pride in himself that Joe DiMaggio 


had or Ted Williams has. Williams asks questions constdntly, 


learns something new every day. Mantle doesn’t seem to have 
learned much at all. 


“That kid’s gotta be taught a lot of things this spring,” 


Stengel said recently. 

The Yankee manager is genuinely alarmed. When Carl 
Erskine fanned Mantle four times in the 1953 Series, it indi- 
cated the Dodgers had found flaws in Mantle’s hitting style. 

And since news travels fast along the baseball grapevine, 
every pitcher in the American League will Know those weak- 
nesses this season. 

Mantle was boomed as another DiMaggio his first year in 
the majors—but he hit only .267. Everyone said the pitiless 


. glare of the ‘spotlight on a 19-year-old was responsible. 


He was plenty green, and made a lot of mistakes. But most 
observers felt he showed promise and would live up to his rave 
notices with a little more experience. He seemed to have the 
makings of a great ballplayer. 


He Slipped 


HE NEXT YEAR he hit .311, and 23 home runs, and the 
ballyhoo said Mantle was ready to achieve greatness. 
But at the same time, he struck out 111 times—mean- 
ing the smart pitchers were throwing to his blind spots. 

Last year, Mantle’s batting average slipped to .296. His 
home run production fell off to 21. Hardly figures to be 
ashamed of, but definite indications of a slump. 
> Even Stengel began to show signs of increasing impatience. 
At spring training here a year ago, he had been all raves. “That 
kid's tree-mendous,” Casey would say. 

_Mickey’s big mistake last year was hitting a bene run in 
Washington the first week of the season. No one—except maybe 
Babe Ruth—ever outdistanced the 565-foot wallop. 

; The Yankee publicity department milked the homer for all 
it was worth and even put the ball on display in the Stadium. 

The fanfare made Mickey homer-crazy. He didn't need much 
of a push anyway. He went from one television show to an- 


other, and the bright lights weren't good for his batting eye. 

Stengel kept urging him to cut down his swing. 

“There's no need for you to swing that hard,” he pleaded. 
“With your power you can nudge it into the seats with a half 
swing. Listen, son, you have so much speed that you can get 
a .300 average by bunting.” 

Mantle’s speed also is a sore point with Stengel. Last spring, 
in training, he commented in a fatherly way, “I'm gonna turn 
that kid loose real soon.” 

The implication was that Stengel planned to make a base 
runner out of Mantle, the fastest man in either league. 

How many bases did Mantle steal last year? Exactly eight. 
PeeWee Reese of the Dodgers, 34 years old and not within 
five yards of Mantle as a sprinter, stole 22! 

Stengel must have realized from the start that Mantle was a 
difficult pupil. In his first year, Stengel took the kid outfielder 
into right field at Ebbets Field and tried to explain the odd 
angles of the tricky fence. 

“I oughta know,” Stengel said. “I played this field for six 
seasons.” 

“You did?” Mantle asked in utter astonishment. 

Stengel was laughing when he reached the dugout. “That 
kid's a pip,” he said. “I really believe he thinks I was born at 
the age of 60 and started my career managing the Yanks.” 


He Hasn’t Learned 


ASEY DOESN'T think that’s funny any more. Mantle just 
hasn't bothered to learn his trade the way he should have 
learned it. | 

Al Rosen, of the Cleveland Indians, hasn't half of Mickey’s 
talent. But by a steady diet of hard work he made himself a 
better ball player than Mantle. He just missed winning the bat- 
ting championship and won the homer and runs-batted-in titles 
—as well as the Most Valuable Player award. 
>» Rosen hasn’t Mantle’s speed, power, strength, size, youth or 
versatility. He bats only right-handed. Mantle is a switch hitter. 
But Rosen has a grim determination and unflagging industry 
that Mantle has yet to show. 

That’s why the 1954 season is of such importance to Mickey. 

Except for the final month of last season, Stengel has treated

New England humor: 


Yankees usually don’t waste words, says humorist 


LISBON FALLS, Me. 
OMEHOW, THE IDEA has got around 
that any typical New England 
funny story goes like this: 

“Yup.” 

“Nope.” 

Maybe that’s because New Englanders 
are famous for not wasting words. Take 
the story told by the late John Griffin, edi- 
tor-in-chief of The Boston Post. 

Nicholas Longworth, former Speaker of 
the House, and a friend, Penrose Hallo- 
well, used to go down to Cape Cod to go 
fishing with Captain Nickerson. 

Years later they decided to visit the 
Captain. They found him sitting at the 
door of a little shanty on the beach, whit- 
tling. Longworth said: “Hello Captain.” 
The Captain said: “Hello.” 

“I'm Nicholas Longworth. Remember 
me?” 

“Yup.” 

“And this is Penrose Hallowell.” 

“Yup.” 

There was a pause. Then Longworth 
said: “Well, Captain, you don’t seem very 
glad to see us.” 

Said Captain Nickerson: “Ain't glad. 
Ain’t sorry. Just don’t give a darn.” 


AUTHOR JOHN GOULD prefers to be known as a 
humorist. ‘‘It’s a living," he says. ‘I'm serious about 
being a humorist. But it is a very difficult thing.” 


It’s a story with a typical New England 
flavor. But you can take the word of an 
expert, John Gould,* author and humor- 
ist, of Lisbon Falls, that New England 
humor has more to it than “yup” and 


ee ” 


nope. 

Says Gould: “The original basis of New 
England humor is actually the long-winded 
yarn. The joke kind of sneaks up on you. 
It’s never quite explained—but it’s there.” 

This humor ts not contrived, doesn’t rely 
on “punch-lines” but grows out of simple 
everyday living. 


it’s The Source 


S THE FIRST section of our country to 
be developed, New England is really 
the source of much American humor. 
New Englanders don’t brag about this, 
but they like to keep the record straight. 
For instance, not long ago a Senator Clag- 
horn type of Texan boasted about a steer 
that measured 24 ax handles between his 
horns. A State-of-Mainer listened quietly, 
then mentioned that in his home town 
there was a kettle 36 ax handles wide. 
“What can you do with a kettle that 
big?” the Texan asked. 
“We're going to cook that big steer 
you're talking about,” said the New Eng- 
lander 


>» “Whoppers like that,” says Gould, “are 
definitely a New England product. They 
are just one form of New England under- 
statement.” 


A Tali Story 
NE OF THE EARLY masters of the New 

England whopper was Ed Grant, a 
famous Maine guide about the time 
of the Civil War. Ed had a pet trout he 
trained to live out of water. 

“Everything was fine,” Ed used to say 
“until one day the trout fell into the water 
and was drowned.” 

“That,” says Gould, “was a New Eng- 
land tall story long before there was any- 
body living in Texas.” : 

One of the most fertile sources of New 
England humor is the weather. First of all, 
Gould says, the old-time State-of-Mainer 
always likes to make out that he lives in 
the world’s worst climate. 

It’s not as bad as all that, but they do 
say there was a farmer, who, one winter

barn under a thermometer. Next morning 
he found the mercury had dropped three 
feet down the handle. 

Quite a bit of snow in these parts, too. 
It never got too deep, exactly, but now and 
then the farmers had to dig down a bit to 
the blades of their windmills, so the things 
could turn. 
>» But it wasn't a bad winter at that. 
Townspeople said it had been 40 below 
zero only twice—and then “only for a week 
at a time.” 

But things do get prefty warm in sum- 
mer sometimes. Gould tells the story about 
the day the sun was so hot it popped a 
whole field of corn. What was worse, a 
horse in a meadow nearby saw this hap- 
pen and thomght it was snowing. “The poor 
horse laidown and froze to death,” says 
Gould, without batting an eye. 

The New England farmer's traditional 
battle with the stubborn soil also is grist 
for storytellers. 


The Rocky Land 


66 HE LAND over there in Bowdoin, 
Maine,” Gould says, “was so rocky 
that farmers used to put the noses of 

their sheep to the grindstone to sharpen 

‘em up, so the sheep could get between the 

Tocks to graze... 

“The ground was so hard they used to 
plant corn with a shotgun. And when it 
came to planting clover the farmers really 
had a job. Each seed had to be inserted 
into the soil with a syringe, then carefully 
covered with a mustard plaster.” 

Many classic New England stories orig- 
inated in the forests and are almost as old 
as the trees themselves. Ed Grant spun out 
many of these yarns in his day. 
>» At one of his camps, Ed had a stove 
that had a humdinger of a draft. One day 
when Ed came in with firewood he found 
the stove up near the ceiling—that’s how 
good the draft was. “Now some dern fool 
mighta shut the draft down, and the stove 
would have fell and busted. I just eased her 
down gradual—a foot at a time.” 

The brief “Calvin Coolidge” type of joke 
is coin of the realm in New England. 

“Cal Coolidge wasn’t an exception,” 
says Gould, “he just went places and hap- 
pened to be quoted more. Most New Eng- 
landers like New England and don’t want 
(0 go anywhere else.

New England humor is not the bam- 
sock-zowie variety, but it can jolt you into 
a chuckle because it’s usually unpredict- 
able. New Englanders, you see, never talk 
unless they have to say something.

2. Shop around for wood. I found that 
prices for pine paneling in my area ran from 
24 cents to 28 cents per square foot. (You 
may want to use another type of wood, but 
there would probably be a variation in price 
on any kind of wood.) 

3. Ask your lumberman for advice on 
how to treat the particular wood you select. 
Howard Brown, manager of the Norwalk, 
Conn., Lumber Co., gave me this tip on pine: 

“Let your wood dry out before you nail 
it on tight. If possible, just tack it up (see 
pictures) and let it dry for six months before 


you put it on permanently. Otherwise, it may 
shrink and come apart.” 

4, Choose your boards. I picked paneling 
with a fancy molding around the tongue-and- 
groove joint; many people prefer the simpler 
V-joint. I also used varying widths—six, eight 
and ten inches. This makes the wall look 
more interesting. More important, it makes 


it easier to fit panels into your wall area 


without lengthwise sawing. 

5, Get busy. (See work steps below.) Be- 
fore you panel, however, make sure you have 
located bettom and top plates and studs be- 
hind your present wall surface so you can 
drive your nails into solid material.
